Why is it that they will bring all the profundity 
of their beautiful brains to bear upon a problem 
like Cincinnati's left field position or Joe Di- 
Maggio’s batting slump, but will dismiss the in- 
tricacies of racing, the world’s most intricate 
sport, without study, thought, or investigation, as 
if the answers were obvious? Consider, for in- 
stance, the case of Bob Considine. We quote from 
his column of July 18: 

One lousy nickel may upset the rich “breakage” 
racket in horse-racing. A Delaware horse player 
named William A. Wise entered suit some time ago 
against the Delaware track for a nickel. It was due 
him, but the track kept it that day along with thou- 
sands of other stray pennies. The State Supreme 
Court has now upheld him, and when the track pays 
Wise the nickel it will tacitly acknowledge that, like 
all other tracks in the country, it has been baldly 
grabbing thousands of dollars in breakage each day 
since it has been open. 

We suspect that few fans will be as indignant and 
as academic as Wise was, but all horse bettors will 
agree with us when we demand that this absolutely 
stolen money be turned over to Army and Navy Re- 
lief, USO and the Red Cross. Breakage runs about 
1 per cent of the daily handle at every track. At 
New York tracks it amounts to as much as $10,000 
a day. Any other licensed business would be sum- 
marily closed down by the authorities if it refused 
to give its customers the correct change. Racing 
robs its long-suffering fans of blizzards of stray pen- 
nies daily, under the hypocritical excuse that it 
doesn't want to bother with them. 

There it is, stated very plainly, for the benefit 
of the average American, the average American 
voter, that American race tracks are thieves in 
active practice. The man says so, under a by-line, 
and it must be so, the average reader will con- 
clude, since no other all-wise columnist will rise 
to refute it. We hope that, before racing begins 
to be voted out because of its thieving disposition, 
that someone—the village moron could be dele- 
gated as well as anyone else—-will explain break- 
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age to some of the boys who wag those accusing 
fingers so vehemently. 

Breakage, it ought to be explained to them, is 
an inevitable thing in pari-mutuel betting. There 
is no way to arrange it so that the public pools 
can be divided according to the number of tickets, 
or number of dollars, without a remainder. Even 
if the track breaks to the penny for every dollar, 
and refigures its odds for every betting multiple, 
there will still be some odd cents left over. These 
odd cents might be paid off in mills, if there were 
such things, a procedure which would absolve the 
track of stealing pennies, but it would leave it 
open to the accusation of stealing the odd mills. 

So the question is not whether there shall be 
breakage, but how the breakage shall be figured. 
To the people of racing it has been manifest since 
the beginning of mutuel betting in this country 
that breakage should be figured on the basis of 
$1 units of betting, that otherwise the conveni- 
ence of paying off bets without using pennies 
would be offset by the difficulty and confusion of 
computing and paying off bets at two slightly 
different sets of odds. 

So patent was this conclusion that most of the 
laws on the subject have been worded ambiguous- 
ly, without specifying that the breakage was to be 
figured in units of $1; there was simply no other 
sensible way to construe the laws. But lawsuits 
don’t have to be sensible, they only need to have 
the law on their side; and since the laws over- 
looked specifying what seemed obvious in the first 
place, racing is now being accused of thievery. 

Breakage is a part of the take-out from the 
public pools, just as much so as the percentage 
take-out, both being authorized by law. If any 
state wants to reduce that take-out, it can do so 
by reducing the specified percentage. To eliminate 
breakage, or figure it on two different bases, is 
much the more difficult way of reducing the race- 
goer’s betting expenses. 

If racing is to be accused of a felony because of 
a thing of this sort, perhaps we are justified in 
asking a little intellectual honesty from the other 
side of the argument. 
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A Good Man Dies 


OSTON, Mass.—-A great many men who have 
served in the pagodas of our race tracks have 
known more about horseflesh than Tom Thorp, 
steward at New England and Florida tracks, who 
died of heart disease during the latter part of the 
Suffolk Downs meeting. Few American racing 
officials, however, have been such warm-hearted 
human beings or have enjoyed a wider personal 
popularity. It was not hard to become provoked 
with Thorp at times, for the very qualities of his 
character which endeared him to his friends often 
made him slow in taking official disciplinary ac- 
tion. He was loath to believe the worst of any 
man. It was virtually impossible to become angry 
with Tom Thorp, however. His complete honesty 
was too patent, his simple virtues too many, his 
sincerity too manifest to engender the enmity of 
any man. He was one man who seemed genu- 
inely good at core. 

I knew Thorp for the last 14 years of his life, 
and for several of those years knew him intimate- 
ly. I have often been on the opposite side of the 
fence from him in questions concerning racing 
and have at times taken him to task in print for 
rulings that he made, or, more likely, rulings that 
he failed to make. In all those years I never 
heard of Tom Thorp doing one mean thing, and I 
have known of him doing many kind and generous 
things. He was neither a Hervey on bloodlines 
nor a Vosburgh on racing codes, but small, tough 
urchins of the backstretch wept when they heard 
the news that the Judge was dead, and such a 
tribute was almost unique. 

Tom Thorp played tackle for an upstart Co- 
lumbia team in the days when the flying wedge 
was popular and lady spectators swooned at gory 
football games. He was the first player outside 
the Ivy League colleges of New England to have 
his name enrolled on that scroll of schoolboy 
knights in shining armor, Walter Camp's All- 
American. Tom Thorp remained an All-Ameri- 
can boy his entire life and never once appeared 
ridiculous in the role. When he collapsed at last 
in his Boston hotel recom, gray-faced and very ill, 
he protested against going to a hospital because 
he was needed in the stand at Suffolk Downs, for 
all the world like an injured football star who 
begs to be sent back into the game. When he 
died at the age of 60, Tom Thorp was a Frank 
Merriwell with greying temples. 

There simply was no skepticism to the man. 
Through some intuitive reasoning of his own he 
accepted without question the proposition that 
there is more of goodness than vileness in man, 
and he never went searching for a truth that 
might embitter him. He would no more have 
doubted that Waterloo was won on the playing 
fields of Eton than he would have questioned the 
existence of his God, and he was deeply religious. 
To Thorp, the American army of millionaires’ 
sons and slum scrapings, cowhands and shoe 
clerks that smashed the Hindenburg Line was 
just a super-football team with Blackjack Persh- 
ing calling signals. 

His philosophy of life was made up entirely of 
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maxims that can be found in copybooks and his 
taste in literature ran to inspirational poetry or to 
the school of fiction in which Virtue is always 
triumphant against odds. His own life was proof 
that simple Virtue does sometimes triumph. In 
his own world he was a famous man and in time 
he became a wealthy man, yet never once did he 
resort to chicanery to attain estate. There was 
nothing whatsoever in his background to explain 
Tom Thorp. 

He grew up on the brawling streets of west 
side New York. He probably would have gone 
to work at any job that offered when he left the 
public schools except for the fact that he was a 
great broth of a boy who had shown ability as 
a rough and tumble athlete, and many colleges in 
those days paid well for football players. Younger 
members of Tom Thorp’s family had to be sent 
through school, and when he was a youth, no bet- 
ter paying work was available to him than a job 
as a college football player. So he got a higher 
education at several colleges while he was earn- 
ing a living for his family. 
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He was not introduced to the race tracks in a 
manner that would tend to make him idealize the 
sport. He did not grow up with willow-legged 
foals on a bluegrass pasture. He first visited a 
race track as an errand boy for his uncle, a typi- 
cal West Side bookmaker who regarded Thor- 
oughbreds merely as animals on which suckers 
lost their money. He became the manager of all 
the racing interests of the late James Butler, Sr., 
of Empire City and East View Farm. He first 
worked for Butler as driver of a grocery store 
delivery wagon. 

Thorp was a newspaper reporter for 30 years or 
more and he seldom found anything but praise for 
the athletic stars and race horses that paraded 
before him. He started as a cub reporter assigned 
to police news and saw the seamier side of life 
which he found so beautiful and so good. He 
interviewed such characters as Gyp the Blood. 
Of these mobsters and murderers he would re- 
mark: “They weren't really bad fellows. They 
just got the wrong kind of start in life.” 

He was no plaster saint so far as the minor 
vices went. He gave a few of them a fair trial. 
He found that drinking made him sick, so he 
never had more than a casual cocktail or a glass 
of beer after a couple of experiments in drinking 
bouts. He used to bet on horses and was fond of 
telling how he was cured of the habit one day at 
Saratoga when he was a newspaperman. His 
younger brother needed a new suit of clothes. 
Thorp bet his week’s salary—on the cuff—on a 
4-to-5 shot in Tom Shaw’s book in order to get 
the price of the suit easily. “I ran all the way 
from the eighth-pole to the wire with that horse,” 
he used to relate. “I knocked down ladies (he 
never referred to ‘“women”) and little children. 
The last person I knocked down was Damon 
Runyon. The horse lost by a nose and I went 
crazy. Damon picked himself up, dusted himself 
off, and said, ‘Thorp, you have blown your top. 
You should never bet on horses.’ Next day I got 
my salary check and endorsed it over to Tom 
Shaw. I said ‘You will never see me here again.’ 
He laughed and said, ‘I will see you tomorrow.’ ” 

But neither Shaw nor anyone else who took 
bets on horses ever saw Thorp again in the line 
of business. 

Thorp, as an athlete, heard many coaches lec- 
ture on the effect of smoking upon the wind. He 
never use. tobacco. Up until two years before his 
death you saw him in newsreels, racing up the 
field as fast as the youngsters who were playing 
when he was refereeing a football “‘classic.’”’ He 
refereed most of the big games at one time or an- 
other. 

Thorp’s one besetting sin in a character that 
was otherwise virtually spotless was his inordi- 
nate love of eating. He tried hard to curb him- 
self, but his excessive appetite for heavy food was 
the one thing he could not control. His 250- 
pound body simply demanded huge quantities of 
fuel. He was no gourmet. The precisely correct 
dash of lemon juice in a hollandaise sauce meant 
nothing to him. At meals he wanted quantity 
rather than quality, and he ate almost everything 
with the same relish and steady, uninterrupted 
ingestion. He usually ate a quart of ice cream 
just before retiring and he munched on choco- 
lates as he fell asleep. There was nearly always 
a bag of candy in his pocket. In an eating con- 
test with Archie Zimmer at George Lamaze’s 
Saratoga restaurant Thorp reportedly consumed 
eleven roast ducklings at one sitting. 

Thorp had a reputation in some quarters for 
being miserly, which was by no means deserved. 
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It arose from the fact that while he had numerous 
suits of clothes in his wardrobe, some of them 
were ten years old, that long before the days of 
gasoline rationing and “frozen’’ auto sales he 
drove a car more than 50,000 miles before turn- 
ing it in on a new model, that he lived in mod- 
erately priced hotel rooms for the most part. 
Few men on the race tracks, however, gave more 
money away, or gave it away more quietly. All 
sorts and conditions of horsemen and broken 
down athletes were on his charity list. He was 
never known to refuse a panhandler a dollar. 

Although Thorp was one of the highest-paid 
racing officials in the country (his salaries usual- 
ly ran between $125 and $150 a day and he 
worked most of the days of the year), the race 
tracks were hardly his proper setting. He be- 
longed in the football stadia of large colleges on 
autumn days when pennants were flying and 
bands were playing and students were roaring in 
unison to a cavorting cheerleader and pretty 
girls were wearing bright-colored chrysanthe- 
mums. These were the high points of his life 
and he was a prominent figure in these peculiarly 
American sports spectacles as a player, a coach, 
or a referee almost to the end of his days. His 
contracts with New England tracks which oper- 
ated in the fall always had a clause which al- 
lowed him to officiate at football games on Sat- 
urdays. 

When he came to the race tracks as an official, 
it was inevitable that Thorp should have con- 
cerned himself more with jockeys than he did 
with horses or their owners or their trainers. The 
jockeys were the young athletes of the race track. 
Thorp almost wept when he had to discipline 
them severely. He investigated the home life of 
young jockeys, their schooling, their leisure 
hours. He often called in the parents of an errant 
rider if they lived anywhere near the track, and 
gave them advice about their son. On more than 
one occasion a young squirt who had violated 
every law in the racing books was reinstated by 
sending his mother in to plead with Thorp. If 
young jockeys were of Thorp’s faith, he checked 
carefully on their attendance at mass and at con- 
fession. Unquestionably many slick youngsters 
took advantage of Thorp’s sincere interest in their 
welfare and his ready sympathy, but there were 
others, too—thin, undersized kids from tenements 
who heard the large, well fed Judge speak of such 
queer things as sportsmanship and honesty and 
heeded his words. Thorp was slow to anger and 
no matter how much “his boys” disappointed him, 
never lost faith in them. “They’re good boys,” 
he’d say. “They just got into the wrong kind of 
company.” 

He reserved his anger for older men. Sea- 
biscuit would never have held the money-winning 
record of the world if Thorp had not been out- 
voted by the other stewards at Suffolk Downs 
one day in 1938. Seabiscuit was to have met War 
Admiral in the Massachusetts Handicap. After 
the deadline for scratches had elapsed, when the 
field was in the paddock, Tom Smith came pant- 
ing into the stewards’ stand on the roof with a 
scratch blank in his hand. He said Seabiscuit’s 
leg had filled. 

Thorp indignantly threw the scratch blank on 
the floor. Smith said that C. S. Howard would 
not start the horse whether the scratch was ac- 
cepted or not, that Seabiscuit might be ruined for 
life if he ran. Thorp said that in such a case 
Howard and Smith and Seabiscuit would be ruled 
off the Turf for life. But the other stewards out- 


voted him and Seabiscuit ran in Chicago five days 
later and was placed. 
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There will probably be memorial races to Thorp 
run at several tracks. Perhaps the most fitting 
is that which Narragansett has announced. It 
is the Jockeys’ Opportunity Stakes, for horses to 
be ridden by apprentices who have not won 20 
races, with $250 in cash and the Tom Thorp 
Trophy awarded the winning rider. 

I recall a youngster named Mose Merrill, who 
was a fresh punk if ever there was one, a few 
years ago. Thorp called him on the carpet. When 
Merrill returned to the jockeys’ room, the other 
boys asked gleefully, “What did the Judge give 
ya?” 

His eyes wide with wonder, as if he had looked 
into a new world, Mose said: “He gave me a pep 
talk like coaches give them collitch football play- 
ers in the movies.” 

The undersized kids on the backstretch, who 
stopped their tack room crap games when they 
heard the Juage was dead and said, unbelievingly, 
“Aw, Jeez, that’s tough,” paid Tom Thorp a 
greater tribute than all the dozens of prominent 
citizens who issued unctuous eulogies for his 
obituary.

New Records 


agenda after the Delaware Park meeting, 
which closed with the racing of July 4, in- 
dicate new records in all departments. Increases 
after the meeting began brought the daily aver- 
age purse distribution to about $15,656 daily, an 
increase of nearly 25 per cent over the 1941 figure 
of $12,535. Betting totaled $12,813,051, exclusive 
of the daily double pools, for a daily average of 
$427,101, which is a 19 per cent increase over the 
1941 average. Including the daily double, the 
1942 average was $456,166. Attendance for the 
30-day meeting was approximately 250,000, which 
is a comparatively moderate increase over the 
241,887 total of 1941. The growth of support at 
Delaware Park, however, may be gauged by the 
fact that the inaugural meeting had attendance 
of only 148,168. 

The State of Delaware will receive approxi- 
mately $600,000 in taxes (exact figures are not 
yet available), which is approximately a 33 per 
cent increase over the $448,711 of 1941. 

Principal source of grief came July 14, when 
the Delaware State Supreme Court upheld one 
William A. Wise, described as president of the 
“Delaware Race Players’ Protective Associa- 
tion,” in his contention that he was entitled to 
$6.30 for a winning $5 show ticket issued in 1940, 
instead of the $6.25 the track offered him. The 
issue was over breakage, of course, Wise’s argu- 
ment being that with the track breaking to five 
cents, there should be no breakage on a $5 bet. 
The State racing law was amended in 1941 to 
take care of this situation, stipulating that odds 
should be figured to $1, but the track is left in 
some difficulty regarding breakage on bets of $5 
and multiples of $5 during the first four years of 
its operation. Mr. Wise said he would ask the 
racing commission to demand an accounting, and 
suggested that money derived from breakage of 
this sort be turned over to the State.

Owen Tudor's Cup 


ONDON, July 5 (By Air Mail) .—I should hesi- 
tate to write that Owen Tudor set the seal of 
his fame by winning the Gold Cup. “Fame” im- 
plies greater qualities than Mrs. Macdonald- 
Buchanan’s colt can be credited with, but it has to 
be said that he won the Cup—and won “pulling a 
bus.”’ Ten days previously, over a mile and a half 
at Salisbury, he had finished unplaced in the race 
won by Mazarin, apparently unable to stay the 
distance. At Newmarket last Wednesday, at 21, 
miles, he finished like a lion to win in a canter, 
Mazarin unplaced. I should estimate that the 
difference in the form of Owen Tudor in the two 
races, in terms of weight, would be in the region 
of 40 pounds. There was a similar unsatisfactory 
display by Owen Tudor at Salisbury shortly be- 
fore he won the Derby last year. 

It is all very well to say that Owen Tudor is a 
Newmarket specialist, but such explanation does 
not satisfy. Nothing that the race-going public 
can discern can reconcile the alternate good and 
bad form of Owen Tudor. Yet neither after the 
Derby nor after the Gold Cup did the stewards 
call upon Trainer Fred Darling or the jockeys 
who rode the colt to explain the discrepancies. If 
the horse had been in the stable of a less famous 
trainer, an inquiry would most certainly have 
been held, and in my view it was in common jus- 
tice due to the public to ask the trainer for an ex- 
planation, and if it was acceptable, to publish it. 
I am not imputing any “funny business,”’ and I do 
not for a moment suggest that Darling or Gordon 
Richards are in any way blameworthy. Indeed, 
I should imagine that they would have ‘welcomed 
the opportunity to put the matter in a better light 
by giving as full an explanation as possible of the 
queer form. In not instituting an inquiry, I think 
that the Jockey Club stewards were failing in 
their duty to the public. How can race-goers 
have any confidence in the good conduct of the 
sport when such glaring discrepancies in the form 
of a horse which, in a sense, belongs to the pub- 
lic, can pass unchallenged ? 

Whatever the reason for Owen Tudor’s good 
and bad days—-and it may be just waywardness, 
as I suggested last season—-his record is tarnished 
in too many places for us to regard him as a great 
horse. Yet the son of Hyperion is the first Derby 
winner to score in the Gold Cup since Gay Cru- 
sader and Gainsborough, as 3-year-olds, com- 
pleted the double in the last war years, 1917-18. 
Fred Darling, who has trained seven Derby win- 
ners, had never before saddled a Gold Cup win- 
ner, which is a reflection upon the stoutness of 
recent Derby victors and not on the ability of the 
master of Beckhampton stable. 

There were nine starters for last week's Cup, 
and the stakes was worth £1,459 to the winner. 
In appearance, Owen Tudor was clear of his 
rivals, none of which would have been given a 
second thought in a normal Gold Cup field. I had 
no opinion of last year’s 3-year-olds and 4-year- 
olds, as they are of no better class. For a long 


way, it seemed that my low estimate of their

worth was going to be most emphatically veri- 
fied by this Cup race, for Lord Rosebery’s 3-year- 
old Afterthought was leading them all and going 
well two furlongs from home. Afterthought had 
been runner-up to Sun Chariot in the Oaks a fort- 
night earlier, and it must be allowed that a race 
over 214 miles on a scorching summer afternoon 
was a pretty severe test for a young filly. It 
proved a little beyond her endurance and at the 
foot of the hill approaching the winning post 
Owen Tudor, which had been waited with, came 
along full of running to beat Afterthought easily 
by three lengths, with the 5-year-old Lovely Trim 
two lengths away third, and Mazarin, Felous, 
Pentosan, Pointis, Romeo II, and Chateau Larose 
finishing in the order written. The last named 
was totally unsuited by the firm condition of the 
going. 

Owen Tudor, which is by Hyperion out of Mary 
Tudor II, by Pharos, now retires to stud. I hope 
that his stock will have all his good looks and 
ability and none of his inconsistency. 

Afterthought is a daughter of Obliterate, sire 
of the Gold Cup winner Quashed, out of Plack. 
It was tantalizing luck for Lord Rosebery that 
he should have runner-up in Derby, Oaks, and 
Gold Cup. 

The other “Ascot” races run at Newmarket 
last week were the events for 2-year-olds, the 
Coventry Stakes, value £1,290, and the Queen 
Mary Stakes (for fillies), value £1,023. Both 
were over the Chesterfield five-furlong course, 
and the “Coventry”? was run on the first day of 
the meeting, Tuesday, June 30. There were only 
seven starters, and the Aga Khan’s bay colt 
Nasrullah, a son of Nearco out of Mumtaz Begum, 
by *Blenheim II, justified his favoritism with a 
clear-cut victory. It was not until they met the 
rising ground near the finish that Gordon Rich- 
ards asked Nasrullah for an effort. He then 
sailed past the Duke of Norfolk’s highly rated 
Victory Torch and Miss Dorothy Paget’s Straight 
Deal to score in the style of a high class young- 
ster. The margin was a length and a half over 
Straight Deal (a son of Solario), with Victory 
Torch (by Hyperion out of Scottish Union's dam, 
Trustful) a further length away third. 

If the newly-formed Nearco syndicate were 
elated with Nasrullah’s success, they had not so 
much to chortle about the following day when 
Major Holliday’s hitherto unbeaten filly Nearly, 
with a shade of odds laid on her, was beaten out 
of a place for the Queen Mary Stakes. The win- 
ner was Lord Wyfold’s chestnut Samovar, a 
daughter of Caerleon out of Carolina, by Em- 
bargo, trained by veteran Atty Persse. Unim- 
pressive in appearance, but stylishly ridden by 
Michael Beary, Samovar put up good time in 
beating H. J. Joel's speedy Shining Light (by 
Nearco) by a couple of lengths, with Lord Dur- 
ham’'s beautifully-bred Cincture (by Hyperion out 
of Cinnaba) a length and a half away third, Near- 
ly fourth, and Mahee and Molly Maureen among 
the six other runners. Possibly we did not see 
Nearly at her best. At all events, and despite the 
fact that she recorded slightly better time, I am 
not inclined to rate Samovar as highly as I do 
Nasrullah. The Aga Khan’s colt must be reck- 
oned the best 2-year-old seen to date. 


Newmarket Results 


THER events at the two-day meeting were 


confined to Newmarket-trained horses. Sir 


Alfred Butt won the Kirtling T.Y.O. Stakes with 
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a choicely bred filly named Extravagance, which 
is by *Bahram out of the good race mare Spend 
a Penny, by Apron. She scored very easily from 
19 rivals, but none appeared to be of great ac- 
count, nor was anything backed with any spirit to 
beat Extravagance. Better form was that shown 
by Lord Rosebery’s filly Ribbon (by Fairway out 
of Bongrace, by Spion Kop) in winning the six- 
furlong Fulbourne Stakes by half a length from 
the Aga Khan’s promising colt Baman (by *Bah- 
ram out of Una), with Lord Derby’s colt Booby 
Trap (by Plassy) two lengths away third of 
eleven. 


Martin Benson's filly Lady Sybil, by Nearco out 
of the Friar Marcus mare Sister Sarah, had a lot 
too much speed for her 15 rivals in the Lidgate 
Stakes (5 f.) and won cantering. J. H. Whit- 
ney’s colt by *Easton out of Old Melody, was 
among the “also rans.” 


Lord Derby won a couple of handicaps with his 
3-year-olds, the dapper Umballa (by Umidwar) 
taking the Exning Handicap (7 f.) and the chest- 
nut colt High Table (by Hyperion out of Bache- 
lor’s Fare, by Tredennis) the Stetchworth Handi- 
cap (142 m.). The Stanley House Stable had a 
severe setback, however, in the Barnwell Stakes 
(1 m.), in which the upstanding Solway, with 
odds of 5-to-1 laid on, was beaten half a length 
by R. L. Glasspool’s gelding Valiant Friar, a son 
of Wychwood Abbot. Such a bold show did Sol- 
way make as pacemaker in the Derby that we had 
been inclined to regard him as a likely St. Leger 
horse, but this defeat seemed to indicate that, al- 
though he has stamina, he lacks the finishing pace 
of a good 'un. He is, however, still so backward 
that it may be unwise to condemn him yet. 


Remaining races at the meeting were won by 
3-year-old fillies. The Aga Khan’s grey Mah 
Iran, by *Bahram out of Mah Mahal, by Gains- 
borough, showed in accord with her 2-year-old 
brilliance when taking the Soham Stakes (5 fur- 
longs 140 yards) by five lengths from Mrs. Ar- 
thur James’ colt Brunel (by Gold Bridge), with 
the hot favorite Gloria Mundi last of five. Major 
Holliday upset some calculations with his home- 
bred filly Springwell (by Fairhaven out of a mare 
by Apelle) in the Waterbeach Stakes (1 m.). 
She easily beat Martin Benson's filly Cheerful 
Anne (by *Bahram), Lord Derby’s filly Pay Roll 
(by Hyperion), and the Aga Khan’s Sonibai (by 
Solario). Major Holliday provided an even 
greater surprise when his filly Phase (by Wind- 
sor Lad) defeated Lady Derby’s 4-year-old Clean 
Sweep, the Guineas third Gold Nib, and such other 
useful animals as Quartier Maitre, Longriggan, 
Lazybogan, Jeepers Creepers, and Seasick in the 
Bottingham Stakes. What an ideal sort Phase 
would nave been, in normal times, to exploit in a 
Cambridgeshire. Unhappily, in view of the fur- 
ther restrictions upon transport, we shall have no 
Cambridgeshire or Cesarewitch this year. At 
least since they would have to be confined to New- 
matket-trained horses, I assume that the titles 
will not be given to any events at the Autumn 
fixtures at Newmarket. 


We went on to Salisbury for the Saturday 
meeting (July 4), but the fare was very mod- 
erate—not much better than that provided on the 
same day at Pontefract, in Yorkshire. For the 
first time since the outbreak of war, we had a 
walkover, ncthing turning out to oppose the 
Mieuxce gelding, Fleur de Lys, in the Yeovil 
T.Y.O. Stakes. Another son of Mieuxce, a colt 
named Milling, owned by James V. Rank, won the 
Poole Plate (6 f.), but a youngster of perhaps 
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better class was F. W. Harris’ grey filly Magda- 
len (by *Rhodes Scholar) which scored in the 
Sherbourne Plate (5 f.). 


Among the seniors, the Cambridgeshire winner 
Rue de la Paix scored in the mile Hythe Stakes 
from Prince Tetra and Time Step. Lord Astor’s 
3-year-old Probation, hot favorite for the Aling- 
ton Handicap (112 m.), could do no better than 
run a dead heat with the rank outsider, R. Jones’ 
The Towkay. Both are sons of Trimdon. 


Death of Sir Alec Black 


OLLOWING hard upon the tragic death of 

Lord Glanely comes news of the passing of 
his close friend Sir Alec Black. He died at his 
Grimsby home last week, aged 69. Few men 
spent more on bloodstock than Sir Alec Black. 
One of his first ventures was the purchase of 
The Panther, for which he paid 3,600 guineas in 
1917, the highest-priced youngster of the year. 
Two years later The Panther won him the Two 
Thousand Guineas and became a hot favorite for 
the Derby, but failed to finish in the first three. 


Sold for a sum reputed to be 15,000 guineas, 
The Panther was shipped to the Argentine where 
he got some winners. In 1929 he returned to 
England, having been purchased by a syndicate 
of breeders, and died two years later. The best 
horse Sir Alec ever bred was Singapore, which 
he sold as a yearling to Lord Glanely for 12,500 
guineas. Singapore won the St. Leger of 1930 
in the colors of his new owner. 


In his early days as a breeder Sir Alec had his 
broodmares at the Compton Stud, Gillingham, 
Dorset, but in 1930 they were transferred to the 
Compton Park Stud, Newmarket. In 1932 Sir 
Alec transferred his stud farm and bloodstock to 
the late Lord Glanely. Sir Alec was a shipowner, 
and was created baronet in 1918. There is no 
heir. 


News in Brief 


F our last 13 Derby winners, five have been 

sold overseas. You have *Blenheim II, *Bah- 
ram, and *Mahmoud, and Argentina took Cam- 
eronian. A week ago negotiations were com- 
pleted for the sale of Fred Darling’s 1940 Derby 
winner, Pont l’Eveque, to the Haras Ojo de 
Agua in Argentina. Price paid for the son of 
Barneveldt and Ponteba has not been divulged. 
a breeders showed no great enthusiasm for the 
orse. 


No rail facilities for the transport of race 
horses will be granted after Tuesday, September 
15. It is for this reason that Epsom-trained 
horses will not be allowed to run at Newmarket 
after this date, and that the last of the races open 
to all horses will be the St. Leger and the Dew- 
hurst Stakes, scheduled for decision at Newmar- 
ket on September 12. Road transport will be 
permitted, but will be limited to 45 miles. 


Nothing has yet been decided as to the dis- 
posal of the late Lord Glanely Thoroughbreds. 
In addition to the horses in training there are the 
stallions Colombo, Tiberius, Chulmleigh, and 
Singapore and the broodmares at the Exning 
Stud, Newmarket. 

Next race of the Derby winner Watling Street, 
and the King’s 3-year-old Big Game, will be the 
Champion Stakes at Newmarket on August 25. 
The distance is a mile and a quarter. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


LITTLETOWN'S HISTORY 


NE of the top 2-year-olds of the current season 

is Charles Nuckols’ Littletown, winner of the 

Joliet and Primer Stakes, and a prospect for the 

Washington Park Futurity. Littletown was sold 

overnight at Saratoga last year, turned back the 

following morning, a circumstance on which his 
breeder may now congratulate himself. 


But Mr. Nuckols’ connection with Littletown 
goes back three generations. In 1914 he bought 
the 3-year-old mare Margaret Hastings, by Hast- 
ings, from R. T. Wilson and Paul Lansing, the 
mare being in foal to Stalwart. For Mr. Nuckols 
she threw three successive winners in Parrish, 
Foster Embry, and My Friend Pat, the latter win- 
ner of 27 races. She had a non-winner in Chief 
Brant, then dropped Everglade, which won 25 
races. Her next foal was Little Visitor, by 
Sweep, bred in partnership with Sweep’s owners, 
Messrs. Barbee, Carrick, and Stone, and the filly 
was sold at Saratoga in 1923. Mr. Nuckols bought 
her for $1,100, the Negro trainer Will Perkins do- 
ing the actual bidding. Perkins took a half-in- 
terest in the filly for training her, but on his death 
Mr. Nuckols sold his interest to J. L. Knight. 
Little Visitor won 22 races, including the Ash- 
land Oaks, and eventually found her way to the 
great Three D’s Stock Farm in Texas. There 
she produced two foals, one of which was never 
named. 


The other was Little Wichita, which won five 
races, and turned up as a 4-year-old plater at 
Dade Park in 1938, racing for Mrs. H. A. Allen. 
At the same track was Mr. Nuckols, who was 
interested in Little Visitor’s foal, and for her he 
traded the plater My Day, which had just won 
for $1,500. Mrs. Allen, on racing fortune, got the 
best of the deal, for My Day won four of her re- 
maining six starts in 1938, and has won in all 
subsequent seasons, including 1942. Dan Morris 
took over Little Wichita, which Mr. Nuckols in- 
tended to race for the remainder of the season. 
At Latonia, however, she developed a skin disease 
which promised to interfere with her training, so 
she came back to the Nuckols farm, Hurstland, 
near Midway, Ky. The following spring she was 
bred to Jamestown and in 1940 dropped the bay 
colt now called Littletown. 


Littletown as a yearling went to Saratoga, 
where Morris H. Dixon, better known in hunt rac- 
ing than in the sport under The Jockey Club’s 
rules, bought him for $600. Apparently he had 
not inspected the colt carefully, for he was con- 
siderably displeased with his purchase the follow- 
ing morning. The colt had not shipped well, and 
one hind leg had filled. Mr. Nuckols, overhear- 
ing some echoes of this dissatisfaction when Mr. 
Dixon and some of his men were preparing to re- 
move the colt from the sales stables, offered to 
take him back. This offer was accepted, though 
the registration certificate had been transferred 
and all of the formalities of the sale completed, 
and Littletown was shipped home, developing 
shipping fever en route. 


When he recovered, he was offered for sale pri- 
vately, with a $2,000 tag on him, but though 
there were several to look him over, there were 
none to buy. So in November he was broken at 
the farm, sent to the races in the spring. He 
raced greenly in his first start and was unplaced. 
He finished third in his second attempt, won the 
Joliet and Primer Stakes in his next two essays, 
ran his earnings to $5,300.

Jumping Stars 


ELBOURNE, June 24.—-Racing in most of 

the capital cities has been more or less in 
the doldrums since the autumn meetings ended in 
Sydney, but before long interest will sharpen in 
Melbourne with the Grand Nationals at Fleming- 
ton early in July. Favorite for the Grand National 
Hurdle (£3,000, three miles) is Isambard, a 5- 
year-old son of the Irish-bred Harinero and a re- 
markable hurdler even in Victoria, where jump- 
ing is catered for on a most liberal scale. 


It is less than a year since Isambard won his 
first hurdle—it was a small affair for maiden 
performers—but he has since won four more 
hurdle events without suffering defeat. As all 
his hurdle successes have been achieved under ex- 
acting conditions at Flemington, he is being 
hailed as one of the most promising jumpers for 
many years in Melbourne. 


However, no matter what wins Isambard might 
gain, he will never have the popular appeal of 
Winterset, a hot favorite for the Grand National 
Steeplechase (£3,000, 344 miles, 21 fences). Sev- 
eral months ago I told readers of THE BLOop- 
HORSE how Winterset in his first two essays as a 
fencer at Flemington, scored twice in a week, 
each time with 175 pounds on his back. After 
his second win it was found that the gelding——he 
is a huge fellow and a son of imported Son 0’ 
Mine—had broken a small bone in a foot and his 
connections despaired of his ever racing again. 


However, X-ray and veterinary treatment tri- 
umphed to such an extent that at Flemington on 
June 6 Winterset, having his first start over 
fences since November, cantered away with a 
steeplechase, carrying 175 pounds, 2!% miles, as 
if it were 140. All steeplechases run by the Vic- 
toria Racing Club have a humane touch, a definite 
maximum weight of 175, but other city clubs still 
allow handicappers to pile on as much weight as 
they think meets the case. 


Sold about a year ago for £350, Winterset has 
since won about £2,300 for his new owner, H. Silk 
of Melbourne. Not more than a handful of first- 
class flat gallopers do much better at the end of 
a season, which indicates the outstanding ability 
of Winterset. I am sure your friends associated 
with hunt racing in the States would dearly love 
to see the pride of Australia’s steeplechasers 
skimming the big fences at Flemington. 

Winterset has a purely English pedigree, as 
Son o’ Mine was by Son-in-Law from Vitamin, a 
daughter of Ethiopian (by Dark Ronald), im- 
ported to Australia many years ago. Strangely 
enough, both Son-in-Law and Ethopian were sons 
of Dark Ronald, while Winter’s Dream, dam of 
Winterset, was a daughter of an Ascot Gold Cup 
winner in Golden Myth, a son of Tredennis, by 
Kendal. Both Son o’ Mine and Winter’s Dream 
were imported to Australia by Sol Green and if 
memory serves me correctly Mr. Green paid about 
1,600 guineas for Winter’s Dream. Despite this 
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rather imposing array of pedigree lines, Winter- 
set was almost a duffer on the flat. 

F. W. Hughes (he owns the largest string of 
race horses in Australia) and P. H. Osborne 
(member of the A. J. C. Committee in Sydney) 
were delighted with the result of the English 
Derby this month. Mr. Hughes has in his Kooba 
Stud in New South Wales the English horse Titan, 
a brother to Hyperides, which finished second to 
Watling Street, and Mr. Osborne owns Burhan 
Ali, a three-quarter brother to Ujiji, by Umidwar, 
which was third. 


Saturdays Only 


ACING throughout Australia is still confined 

to Saturdays only, as since I last wrote the 
federal government has wiped out all organized 
sport on public holidays. This has had, or will 
have in the spring, a serious effect on big events, 
including the Melbourne Cup. Almost from its 
inception, the Melbourne Cup has been decided on 
the first Tuesday in November, which has always 
been a public holiday in Victoria but not in the 
other Australian states. The usual four days of 
the Melbourne Cup meeting have been reduced to: 
two, with the Victoria Derby listed for October 31 
and the Melbourne Cup for the following Satur- 
day, November 7. 

The Melbourne Cup stakes remains at last 
year’s figure of £7,500 but in Sydney the Austra- 
lian Jockey Club has cut the stakes for the Epsom 
Handicap (1 m.) from £3,000 to £2,000 and for 
the Metropolitan (13 f.) from £5,000 to £3,500. 
One of the main reasons for this action is the un- 
certainty of Randwick being available for these 
big races in the spring. For some time American 
troops were in occupation of Randwick and no 
racing was held there for several months. 

During the week rumors were afloat that E. N. 
Fitzgerald, owner of Kindergarten, New Zealand’s 
best horse of the season, intends to send him to 
Australia for the big spring handicaps, including 
the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups, for which he is 
already highly regarded. Kindergarten is favorite 
for the Caulfield Cup (run in October) and Beau 
Vite for the Melbourne Cup. Weights have not 
been issued and it will be Beau Vite’s fourth at- 
tempt to win the great two-mile race. Kinder- 
garten is second favorite. 

If Kindergarten acts up to expectations in 
Australia in the spring and there is a reasonable 
chance of shipping space being available, we may 
next hear of Kindergarten racing in the U. S. 
Tentative plans to send him across the Pacific 
are already under consideration but it will be sev- 
eral months before anything definite will have 
been decided. 


King of the Ring 


HEN Jim Hackett passed away in Sydney at 

the age of 79 years this week, one of the 
greatest bookmakers the Australian Turf has 
known left us. 

Mr. Hackett, who began life as a fencing con- 
tractor on outback stations (ranches), and then 
started bookmaking in small country towns, lay- 
ing doubles of £5 to two shillings, later became 
the leader of the Sydney ring and a man who bet 
in thousands. He was an outstanding course as 
well as ante-post operator and in 1927 laid a 
single-handed bet of £25,000 to £1,000 about 
Murillo, winner of the Metropolitan Handicap at 
Randwick. The backer was Eric Connolly, for 
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more than 40 years a fearless bettor and an un- 
canny man with horses engaged in “set” races. 

Mr. Hackett laid a bet of £10,000 to £330 about 
Whittier, winner of the Caulfield Cup in 1922, and 
a doubles wager of £20,000 to £100 about Maple 
and Statesmen, winners of the two cups double in 
1928. The late A. T. Craig—-he died only a few 
weeks ago—secured an item of £20,000 to £1,000 
from Mr. Hackett when his horse, Bitalli, won the 
Melbourne Cup in 1923. 

His biggest course book was on the 1926 Mel- 
bourne Cup. He opened a new book for course 
operations only and held the huge sum of £16,000 
on the Meibourne Cup alone. The winner, Spear- 
felt, took almost £12,000, while Naos, which ran 
third, was backed for only £37/10. What a result 
that would have been! 

Mr. Hackett liked a flutter as much as he liked 
laying huge bets and a few lines about him would 
be incomplete without reference to his bad luck 
in 1926. He was a keen judge of form and figures 
and that year he bracketed Fujisan and Star 
Stranger for the Epsom-Metropolitan double at 
Randwick for £106,000 and then backed another 
combination—Amounis and Pantheon—for £35,- 
000. The irony of it was that the winning double 
proved to be Amounis and Star Stranger. 


In 1927 when he laid the £25,000 to £1,000 about 
Murillo, he also laid a bet of £15,000 to £450 about 
Vaals, winner of the Epsom Handicap, the first 
leg of the double. Thus in two straight-out bets 
he lost £40,000 over the week-end, the Epsom be- 
ing run on Saturday and the Metropolitan on 
Monday. He laid £20,000 about the Silver Hamp- 
ton-Eric combination in the Epsom and Metro- 
politan double of 1910, and the bet, which was 
taken by one man, was paid at the settling in 
£100 notes. 


FLORIDA 


Next Winter's Dates 


PERATORS of Hialeah and Tropical Parks 

pointed out recently to the Florida State 
Racing Commission that rumors were already 
current to the effect that there would be no rac- 
ing in Florida next winter, that continued silence 
from Florida would tend to substantiate these 
rumors, and that they stood ready to run their 
meetings as usual if the sanction of the com- 
mission could be obtained. So on July 15 the 
commission approved Florida’s usual date sched- 
ule of 96 days, with 50 days going to Tropical 
Park in two meetings, 46 to Hialeah for its single 


session. The dates, which follow the usual pat- 
tern, are:

Empire City 


IGHTEEN days of racing were completed 

with the July 18 program at Empire City, 
leaving the Yonkers track with another week to 
run. The third week was not quite as good as 
the second, considerably better than the first, and 
through the 18 days the pari-mutuel turnover was 
$17,236,176, for a daily average of $957,565. The 
chances of averaging a million a day, apparently 
quite bright after the second week of the meet- 
ing, now appear very dubious, but of course the 
meeting is a rousing success as it stands. 

The Fleetwing Handicap featured the Saturday 
ecard, with Mrs. Tilyou Christopher’s Doublrab 
making it the occasion of his fifth consecutive 
victory, despite the 130 pounds in his saddle. The 
rest of the card was mediocre, the only other non- 
claiming race being a 5*4,-furlong event for maid- 
en 3-year-olds and up. This was won, as such 
events usually are, by a 3-year-old, Harry A. 
Parr II’s Lord Calvert, a Maryland-bred son of 
Discovery which had not raced at all in 1941, had 
been second in his only previous start this year. 

The Wakefield Handicap, for 2-year-olds, will 
be run July 22, and on closing day, July 25, the 
$10,000 added Yonkers Handicap will be decided. 
Whirlaway heads the Yonkers list, but he will not 
start, being now at Arlington Park. Tola Rose, 
which beat the Calumet colt in the Butler, is a 
probable starter, however, as are Olympus, Wal- 
ler, Attention, The Finest, Imperatrice, Bay View, 
*Paperboy, and possibly Woodvale Farm’s Our 
Boots. On the following racing day, July 27, rac- 
ing passes upstate to Saratoga, which as usual 
has the Flash Stakes and the American Legion 
Handicap on the opening card. 


Gold Shower's East View Stakes 


New York race-goers figured that Mrs. John 
D. Hertz’s fast-closing Reigh Count colt Count 
Fleet (116) had the best chance of winning the 
East View Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-old colts 
and geldings, 5% furlongs) at Empire City on 
July 15. They were so sure of the colt, which 
had won his last two starts in excellent time and 
with four to five lengths to spare, that they bet 
two dollars to win one. First to show in front at 
the start was William Ziegler, Jr.’s Breezing 
Home (120), which had won the Great American 
Stakes in his last previous start. The Espino 
colt, however, relinquished the lead to Mrs. Vera 
S. Bragg’s quick-starting Gold Shower (116), and 
dropped out of contention when bothered going 
into the far turn. Count Fleet, beginning his run 
earlier than usual, moved to within a half-length 
of Gold Shower on the turn but the Jean Valjean

gelding pulled away until he was two lengths 
ahead on entering the stretch. Count Fleet, rac- 
ing on the outside in the final drive, was still 
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Gold Shower’s nearest pursuer but at the finish 
was a length short of catching the leader. Seven 
lengths farther back came Mrs. C. D. Parker's 


Rurales (112), followed by Best Irish (116), 
Breezing Home, and Peace Eagle (105). Time, 
:23, :4545, 1:08, track fast. Gold Shower, second 


choice at 365 to 100 in the betting, set a new 
record for the East View Stakes and ran the dis- 
tance just three-fifths of a second slower than 
the track record. Stakes division, $5,400, $1,000,

Gold Shower was bred at Slickaway Farm, now 
Circle M Farm, near Lexington. The East View 
Stakes was his fourth victory in nine starts. His 
one previous stakes placing was a third in the 
Myles Standish Stakes at Suffolk Downs.

Sprinter of the Year 


No racer of 1942, not even Whirlaway, has 
shown any more mastery over his own province 
than Mrs. Tilyou Christopher’s Doublrab, ob- 
scurely-bred great-grandson of one of England’s 
greatest sprinters. Early in the season he was 
beaten regularly, going down to 11 defeats before 
he won, and even after he picked up two stakes 
at the Narragansett Park spring meeting he was 
defeated on several occasions. But since his Me- 
morial Day victory at Delaware Park Doublrab 
has been invincible at his chosen distances, even 
with such as Whirlaway, Parasang, Overdrawn, 
Dispose, Ocean Blue, and others sent against him. 
For the Fleetwing Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 5%4 furlongs) at Empire City 
July 18 Doublrab was set his hardest task; meet- 
ing a field of high-class speedsters, he was as- 
signed top weight of 130 pounds. Doublrab 
shouldered his weight, won in hand, equaled the 
track record Fighting Fox had set under 126 
pounds, ran his unbroken string of successes to 
five. 

Favored at odds-on, Doublrab was off just be- 
hind the pace, Jockey Bill Thompson dropping 
him into fourth place, while George D. Widener’s 
Overdrawn (122) and Brookmeade Stable’s Met- 
tlesome (114) were fighting for the lead, and Wil- 
liam H. LaBoyteaux’s Imperatrice (115) was only 
two heads behind the pace. Overdrawn and Met- 
tlesome succeeded in shaking off the filly, and

Doublrab did not move up until the field was in 
the stretch. Mettlesome, on the outside around 
the turn, dropped back a little and Doublrab came 
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up to contention. A furlong out he was at Over- 
drawn’s head, drew away handily through the 
final eighth to win by three and a half lengths. 
Mettlesome, coming again near the finish, suc- 
ceeded in nosing Overdrawn out of second place, 
while Imperatrice was a half-length farther back 


in fourth place. In order followed Ocean Blue 
(122) and Dini (113). Time, :23, :4615, 1:07% 
(equals track record), track fast. Stakes di- 


vision, $4,575, $1,000, $500, $250. 

Doublrab has started 61 times, won 18 races, 
finished second 14 times, third 12 times, and has 
earned $47,820. Seven of his victories, including 
five stakes and two $5,000 overnight handicaps 
(the Army-Navy Handicaps at Belmont Park’s 
and Aqueduct’s war benefit days), and $36,550 
have been won this year. Particulars of his pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of April 18,

EVELOPING into a one-horse race as it went 

along, the thirteenth Arlington Futurity was 
the feature at Arlington Park July 18, the twenty- 
fourth day of the 36-day summer meeting there. 
John Marsch’s Occupation, the betting favorite, 
pulled away from his field from the start, won by 
five lengths without requiring a shaking-up in 
the stretch. He is currently the leading money- 
winning 2-year-old of the season, one of the best 
as well, since he has been defeated but twice. 
Both of these losses, however, were to the same 
horse, Charles Nuckols’ Littletown, and another 
meeting of these two may be necessary to decide 
the western 2-year-old leader. 

The supporting event, a $2,000 purse at seven 
furlongs, for 3-year-olds and up, filled so well it 
had to be run in two divisions. Jockey Ralph 
Neves, who already had ridden one winner, got 
himself a triple by winning both divisions. The 
first he took with W. S. Payne’s Some Man, a 
home-bred 3-year-old gelding by Ladysman, and 
in the second he won easily with Milky Way 
Farm’s Dogpatch. Since the latter and the Ar- 
lington Futurity winner were both by *Bull Dog, 
the Coldstream stallion got a double for the day. 

Four stakes are to be decided during the cur- 
rent week. The Grassland Handicap, a $7,500 
added event over the turf course, is the July 22 
feature, and on the following day the Princess 
Doreen Stakes, for 3-year-old fillies, with a $3,000 
purse, will be the attraction. On the Saturday, 
July 25, the seven-furlong Clang Handicap, named 
for John F. Clark, Jr.’s fine sprinter, will support 
the fourteenth running of the Classic Stakes, the 
only major 3-year-old test of the month. There 
were 56 horses to survive the last eligibility pay- 
ment, and most of the leading 3-year-olds are ex- 
pected to go. Valdina Orphan and *Rounders, 
either or both, will represent Valdina Farms, and 
Bless Me and the Calumet hope, Col. Teddy, are 
also at the track. Both Devil Diver and Shut 
Out are eligible, as are Apache, With Regards, 
*King’s Abbey, Dogpatch, and others. Alsab is an 
eligible, but it has proved impossible to get him 
ready, and last week his regular rider, Basil 
James, was released to take the mount on one of 
the Valdina horses. 


Blue Delight Wins Again 


In the Cinderella Handicap at Arlington Park 
July 8, Mrs. John Marsch’s Blue Delight had 106 
pounds, won by three lengths from J. E. Wide- 
ner’s favored Waygal (3, 112). For the Arling- 
ton Matron Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, fillies and mares, one mile) a week later, 
Blue Delight (110) had four pounds more, Way- 
gal (3, 111) one pound less, though she was en- 
titled to another if Eddie Wielander had been 
able to make 110. Presumably this should have 
brought them together, and Waygal was made a 
split favorite with Painted Veil (122), which had 
not run in the Cinderella, with Blue Delight third 
choice. But Waygal, with no adequate excuse, 
ran out of the money for the second time in her 
career, some seven lengths behind Blue Delight, 
which raced easily to her richest triumph since 
the Lassie Stakes of 1940. 

Miss Dogwood (3, 110), which had been fifth in 
the Cinderella, had a five-pound lighter impost in 
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the Matron, and she made the early pace, Blue 
Delight lying just behind her. After a half-mile 
the Blue Larkspur filly went up, and after a hard 
contest for a quarter-mile assumed a slight lead. 
Miss Dogwood dropped back when caught, and 
Blue Delight drew away, did not have to be hard 
urged through the stretch. She finished three 
lengths ahead of J. K. Houssels’ Emolument (3, 
102), with Woolford Farm's Inscolassie (105) 
holding on fairly well to be third, three-fourths 
of a length farther back. Waygal, which raced 
well out in the sloppy track, was a distant fourth, 
followed by Miss Dogwood, Lotopoise (3, 107), 
Shortening (105), Painted Veil, Lady Romery (3, 
100), Montsin (108), Crystal (3, 102), Distant 
Isle (102), and Questvive (3, 105). Painted Veil 
had an adequate excuse; she broke down so badly 
she had to be taken from the track in a van.

Just as They Thought 


The second running of the Myrtlewood Handi- 
cap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs) at Arlington Park July 16 drew a six- 
horse field, which finished exactly in the order in 
which they were supported, with the margin be- 
tween positions never less than a full length. The 
favorite, despite a defeat July 13, was Mr. and 
Mrs. T. D. Grimes’ With Regards (3, 116), top 
weight by scale and, except for Calumet Farm's 
4-year-old Quien Es (118), actual top weight. 
Winner of his first four starts in 1942, With Re- 
gards went into the Kentucky Derby with some 
support, despite a rheumatic condition which had 
bothered him before the race. He ran in front 
for a mile, then faded to fourth place, and had 
not started again until the July 13 race. 

Arcturus Stable’s Smacked (112) set the early 
pace, with With Regards lapped on him, both in 
hand for the first half-mile. Northway Stud’s 
Defense (3, 108) ran third for a half-mile, then 
yielded that place to Quien Es, which had been 
running fourth. In the upper stretch With Re-

First of the Futurities 


The 1942 season has not been very productive 
of outstanding 2-year-olds so far, a circumstance 
not particularly remarkable in the light of the 
fact that many juveniles are not yet in action, and 
that major tests for them are just beginning. In 
the East Suncap and Supermont hold leadership; 
in the West the best performances have been 
those of Littletown. But when the first of the 
rich specials for 2-year-olds came up, the two 
Rosemont colts did not ship out for the test, 
though they had been nominated. and Littletown 
was not an eligible. The Arlington Futurity 
($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Ar- 
lington Park July 18 was thus certain to produce 
a new challenger for the season’s honors. 

The result of the race, however, served as much 
to further Littletown’s reputation as it did to 
make one for the winner. Favored in the field of 
14 which went to the post was John Marsch’s Oc- 
cupation (117), a *Bull Dog colt which had been 
beaten twice in five previous starts, by Little- 
town in both cases. With Lester Balaski in the 
saddle, Occupation took most of the drama from 
the Arlington Futurity by sprinting away from 
the field at the start, establishing a commanding 
lead in the first half-mile, and then coming to the 
finish five lengths ahead with his jockey sitting 
still. Amber Light (117), a Pilate colt which 
races for Dixiana, held second place for the first 
half-mile, then succumbed to the fast pace and 
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retired. Mare’s Nest Stud’s Picket (117), a 
previously unbeaten son of *Jacopo, was much 
the best of the others, though forced to race wide 
part of the way, and he finished second, four 
lengths ahead of J. E. Widener’s *Sickle colt 
Glanceabout (117), which was well up all the 
way. Calumet Farm’s Careless (117) was fourth, 
three more lengths away, and was followed in 
order by Corona Corona (117), Amber Light, 
Slide Rule (117), Alquest (114), Quillon (114), 
Hoosier (117), Big Me (114), Ringmenow (122), 
Adulator (117), and Valdina Sol (117). Time, 
12225, :4515, 1:1024, track fast. Stakes division, 
$51,500, $6,100, $3,000, $1,500. Although the time 
was the fastest, by four-fifths of a second, ever 
registered in the Futurity itself, the Arlington 
racing strip is extremely fast this year. On the 
day of the Futurity two horses going a greater 
distance covered the first six furlongs in faster 
time than Occupation’s.

Report on Lincoln Fields 


In a report to Gov. Dwight H. Green, the Illi- 
nois State Racing Commission stated that the 
1942 meeting at Lincoln Fields had a daily av- 
erage attendance of 7,492, daily betting of $305,- 
613, as compared with 1941 figures of 6,841 in 
daily attendance, $238,037 in betting. The in- 
crease in attendance is 9.5 per cent, in betting 24 
per cent. 

But Governor Green may have been more in- 
terested in another increase. The State received 
$266,807 in taxes, against $182,183 last year, an 
increase of 44 per cent. 

Daily average distribution, according to figures 
published .n Daily Racing Form, was $8,230 daily. 
In 1941 the average was $8,222, the increase be- 
ing nine one-hundredths (.09) of one per cent. 


MARYLAND 


Hagerstown to Belair 


RIVING rain on the last afternoon of the 

Hagerstown meeting cut patronage far be- 
low that of the corresponding day last year, and 
as a result what would have been a very sizeable 
gain over 1941 figures was cut to a rather small 
one. On eight of the 10 days, support was con- 
siderably higher. Through the 10 days of racing, 
the total was $1,267,943, as against $1,211,313 
last year. From this the State of Maryland will 
get $15,358, representing 2 per cent of wagering 
above $500,000. 

On July 22 Bel Air began its 10-day meeting, 
horses and riders moving over from Hagerstown. 
Last year Bel Air was the most prosperous of the 
minor Maryland tracks, with betting averaging 
$217,285 daily. This makes the track very much 
of a bonanza, since purses are not high, nor tax- 
ation severe. 


Stimulation at Hagerstown 


The Maryland State Racing Commission on 
July 14 announced that Trainer Everett Brining, 
suspended after a horse he saddled at the Hagers- 
town meeting was found to have been stimulated, 
had requested a hearing, and that July 21 had 
been set as a tentative date. The horse, Maran- 
dan, won his race, and Marandan and seven other 
horses trained by Brining have been refused 
entry.

Insurance and Gift 


The widow of Jockey F. Frye, who was fatally 
injured in a training accident at Arlington Park 
on June 27, received a check for $5,000 and a war 
bond with a $1,000 maturity value July 13. The 
$5,000 represented insurance, the bond was a gift 
from the track. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs Closes 


TS prosperity dimmed not at all by the one- 

day horsemen’s strike which interrupted mat- 
ters on June 16, Suffolk Downs at Boston closed 
on July 18 the meeting which was scheduled for 
60 racing days, actually had 59 of them. The 
track, which counts no day lost as long as nine 
races can be scheduled, made up for the missing 
day by adding races to the regular programs. 
The Saturdays each had nine races already, so 
the 59-day meeting ended with a total of 490 
races, as against 480 during the 60-day session 
last year. Nine of these, on July 11, were con- 
tributed to the service relief societies, so that the 
track was able to contribute anout $70,000 with- 
out diminishing its own profits in the least. 
Stockholders, in fact, should fare well, since the 
average betting was $488,099 daily, against $407,- 
956 last year. The average per race was $58,758 
this year, $50,994 last season. Increase in the 
daily average was 19 per cent, increase per race 
15 per cent. Distribution figures are not yet 
available for comparison, out horsemen had an 
increase of some sort. 


The closing week included two of the richest 
and most important events of the meeting. The 
Massachusetts Handicap on July 15, in addition 
to drawing Whirlaway, had the world’s leading 
money-winning record hanging in the balance, so 
that the thousands out on the Wednesday had a 
sense of seeing history made as the brilliant Calu- 
met colt came through the stretch with his typical 
great rush. On closing day the Mayflower Stakes 
was featured, the Texas-bred Through Bound 
adding himself to the list of the most prominent 
2-year-olds, setting a new track record as he did 
so. Since Shut Out and Valdina Orphan gave 
Suffolk Downs patrons the finest kind of a race 
in the Yankee Handicap, the track could boast of 
having the best horses in the handicap and 3- 
year-old divisions, if only for a day, as well as a 
number of promising juveniles. 


From Peytona to Whirlaway 


Nearly a hundred years ago, in 1845, the 
famous Peytona defeated Fashion in one of the 
last great North-South matches before the Civil 
War, and the *Glencoe mare wound up her career 
with six wins in seven starts, and $66,000 in 
earnings. As far as available statistics can be 
trusted, she was the leading American money 
winner to her time, the world’s leading money 
winner as well, since, according to the figures of 
the American Racing Manual, the first English 
horse to pass her record was West Australia, 
foaled in 1850. Thereafter leadership in money 
won remained across the Atlantic until the days 
of Zev. 

From Peytona American leadership passed to 
Planet (foaled 1855, $66,900), then to Parole 
(18738, $82,815), then to another brilliant mare, 
Miss Woodford (1880, $118,270), the first Ameri- 
can horse to win more than $100,000. Then Han- 
over (1884, $118,872) took over top rank, yielded 
it almest at once to Kingston (1884, $138,917), 
which, campaigning in the grueling style of the 
Dwyer brothers, punched out nine straight wins 
in 1890, after Hanover had stopped racing, and 
won 15 of 21 starts the following year; with 89 
victories, he leads all of the $100,000 winners in 
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this respect. Kingston raced until he was 10, and 
when he left the track his record had already 
been passed by Domino, which as a 2-year-old in 
1893 won $170,890, and completed his career with 
winnings of $193,650. In England the mark was 
much higher, for Isinglass had just succeeded 
Donevan as leading winner, with $291,275, a 
record which still stands in that country. 

Domino’s record lasted from his retirement in 
1895 until October 12, 1920, when Man o’ War 
swept down the stretch at Kenilworth Park in 
his last race, his match against Sir Barton, and 
became the first American horse to earn $200,000, 
the exact total being $249,465. Already becoming 
a legend in American racing was the older Ex- 
terminator, and before he ended his racing in 
1924, he passed Man o’ War's total, piling up 
$252,996. But Exterminator never held the 
American leadership, for on October 20, 1923, 
Rancocas Stable’s Zev, turning back Papyrus in 
the International Race at Belmont Park, had 
passed them both, and he went on to win a total 
of $303,039. He became the leading money win- 
ner of the world with this total, did not immedi- 
ately get credit for it, because in 1922 the French 
horse *Ksar had retired with earnings of $320,000, 
if the franc is computed at par. *Ksar, for no 
good reason, was acclaimed as leading money 
winner of the world, until the franc was figured 
at its diminished value, and he is now well down 
on the list even of French winners, with $134,702. 

He would have held the position no great while 
in any case. On September 6, 1930, Gallant Fox 
won the Lawrence Realization Stakes to pass 
Zev, and he subsequently took The Jockey Club 
Gold Cup to run his total to $328,165, being the 
first and thus far the only horse to win $300,000 
in a single season. Gallant Fox's leadership last- 
ed less than a year, for in the Arlington Handicap 
on August 1, 1931, Sun Beau set a new mark, and 
added enough to his total in later races to retire 
at the end of the season with $376,744. His rec- 
ord held until March 2, 1940, when Seabiscuit, 
making his third essay of the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, after being apparently broken down a year 
earlier, ran the record to $437,730. 

It was a durable-looking record, made in an era 
of high purses, but on July 15, 1942, in the stretch 
at Suffolk Downs, Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway 
(130) came with a great rush to win the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap ($50,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 14% miles) and to raise his earnings to 
$454,336. Unlike Sun Beau and Seabiscuit, whose 
sands were running out when they reached their 
money-winning totals, Whirlaway is a 4-year-old, 
sound, in top form, with rich engagements ahead. 
Trainer Ben Jones is talking of campaigning him 
at least through 1943, and Turf writers, with their 
usual generosity, have already conceded him 
$500,000. But the record, as it is, is in no im- 
mediate danger. 

Among the six horses which opposed Whirl- 
away in the rich handicap, only two were given 
much of a chance at him. Chief of these was 
Belair Stud’s Apache (107), which had cracked 
an Empire City track record four days earlier, 
under 114 pounds, and which Trainer Jones said 
before the race was the horse he had to beat. The 
other was Mrs. Parker Corning’s Attention (122), 
Which has met Whirlaway four times this year, 
with weight concessions of four, five, and six 
pounds, respectively, and had finished behind him 
in all cf them. In the Butler Handicap, in which 
Whitlaway was to give Attention eight pounds, 
Trainer Max Hirsch protested that Attention had 
been “most unfairly treated,” and withdrew him, 
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but he sent him after the Massachusetts with the 
same weight advantage. 

Valdina Farms’ *Rounders (3, 108), Irish-bred 
colt by Colorado Kid, beaten only once in eight 
starts, and given a faint chance at the favorite, 
was away first, but Apache was lapped on him 
from the beginning. The two sprinted away from 
the field, with Attention heading the others, 
Whitlaway trailing as usual, five lengths behind 
the next horse after the first quarter-mile. 
Apache, though still under restraint, went to the 
front in the following furlong, drawing clear of 
*Rounders, and after the first half-mile Attention 
began closing the gap ahead of him. So did 
Whirlaway, ridden by George Woolf, and with 
three furlongs to go the favorite was fourth, 
about four lengths away from the lead. Atten- 
tion got to the 3-year-olds in the upper stretch, 
and for a few strides was in front. Whirlaway 
was on him almost at once, however, and Atten- 
tino was unable to hold on. As the favorite took 
the lead, “Rounders, which had been shuffled back 
entering the stretch, came with a determined run, 
but Whirlaway was steadily drawing out. He 
won by two and a half lengths from *Rounders, 
which was a length ahead of Attention. Apache, 
tiring in the last stages, was fourth four lengths 
farther back, followed by Blueberry Pie (104), 
Swing and Sway, (113), and Transfigure (112), 
none of the trailers ever prominent. Time, :23%,

The world’s new leading money winner was 
foaled at Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, Lex- 
ington, on April 2, 1938. He differs from such 
earlier leaders as Sun Beau and Seabiscuit in that 
he has been a thoroughly effective racer from the 
beginning of his career. He was leading money- 
winning 2-year-old of 1940, and he was ranked at 
the top of John B. Campbell's Experimental 
Handicap with 126 pounds, three pounds ahead of 
Our Boots and New World, four pounds above At- 
tention, Bold Irishman, and King Cole. As a 3- 
year-old he was again leader of his age division, 
winning the American ve:sion of the Triple 
Ciown as well as five other important fixtures, 
and he is leader of the handicap ranks this year 
by a considerable margin, with $104,675 to date. 
If he holds this position, as he seems very likely 
to do, he will be the first American horse to lead 
his division at two, three, and four. Whirlaway’s 
next engagement, according to his present sched- 
ule, will be in the Arlington Handicap, after 
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which he will be taken to Saratoga, where he has 
several important engagements, including the 
Whitney and Wilson Stakes and the Saratoga

Through Bound Sets Track Record 


The juvenile racing of the Suffolk Downs meet- 
ing was dominated chiefly by Mrs. A. R. Smith's 
Through Bound and John L. Sullivan’s Hygro- 
hour. Coming up to the Mayflower Stakes 
($15,000 added, 2-year-olds, 512 furlongs) on 
July 18, each held one decision over the other, the 
balance favoring Hygrohour, as his victory was 
in the Myles Standish Stakes. Comparatively 
late in the meeting Mrs. J. S. Letellier’s Jack 
S. L., a Jack High colt, came to Suffolk Downs 
and in two outings was beaten by each of the 
more prominent two. So it was a tribute to the 
ingenuity of the handicappers at the meeting that 
Jack S. L. (110) went to the post in the May- 
flower at 9 to 10, with Hygrohour (110) as sec- 
ond choice at nearly three to one, while Through 
Bound (116) was relatively neglected at about 
7 to 2. 

Through Bound, with Don Brunelle in the sad- 
dle, lost no time getting to the front. Hygrohour 
was second immediately, well clear of the fa- 
vorite, while the other two starters, Coldstream 
Stable’s Swimmin Hole (11412) and C. C. Van- 
Meter’s Ogma (110) were outrun most of the 
way. In the upper stretch Jack S. L. moved up to 
contend with Hygrohour, but neither could bring 
the pacemaker to a challenge. Through Bound, 
drawing away steadily at the end, won by two and 
a quarter lengths from Jack S. L., with Hygrohour 
third, beaten another head. Swimmin Hole was 
more than five lengths back in fourth place, with 
Ogma fifth and last. Time, :2235, :4535, 1:0445 
(new track record), track fast. Stakes division, 
$14,550, $3,000, $1,500, $750. A $1,500 breeder's 
award went to J. E. Martin and O. L. Foster, 
breeders of the winner.

Through Bound was foaled in Texas, at the 
White Settlement Stock Farm, Tarrant County, 
an establishment owned by State Senator Jesse 
E. Martin, where Out Bound, owned in partner- 
ship by Senator Martin and Oscar L. Foster, 
stands. This stallion, as well as Through Bound’s 
dam, Informal, raced for Mr. Foster several sea- 
sons ago, and though both were lost occasionally 
in claiming events, Mr. Foster always bought or 
claimed them back. Out Bound, bred by John D. 
Hertz, first came into Foster’s care in 1931 when 
he was claimed for $2,500 on behalf of Herbert M. 
Woolf, for whom Foster was then training. Out- 
bound made his first season in 1938, has had very 
few foals, his first three crops totaling only nine. 
Of these five have won, Through Bound being the 
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first stakes winner. The horse is trained by Oscar 
Foster’s brother, George. He has started five 
times, won four races, earned $17,275.

Detroit 


OMPLETING nearly two-thirds of the long 

Detroit program, the racing of July 18 went 
off without much incident, except perhaps the de- 
feat of eight consecutive favorites. It must have 
been a relief to officials, who had had their prob- 
lems on the previous day. To start the fireworks 
on July 17, placing judges confidently posted the 
result of the first race, with Lucia’s Sun winning 
from Fisherville. The photograph showed the 
event ended in a dead heat, so the posting was 
changed, bringing boos from Detroit's essentially 
non-racing patrons. A horse named Drawby, 
which looked like being favorite, had to be with- 
drawn from the second race after the betting 
started, because he injured himself in the pad- 
dock, and the crowd, which by now was not in a 
mood to like anything even if it was good, booed 
again. The placing judges kept matters moving 
by posting Cutloose fourth in the third race, when 
the horse was sixth, and not a good sixth either. 
Then the stewards had their turn, pushing the 
button which locks the betting machines much too 
far ahead of the fourth race. The favorite won, 
and of course every undecided player on the 
grounds was at once convinced he had intended 
to bet on the winner, and there was a near-riot, 
all the harder to bear because the track lost 
money by the mistake. 


But on July 18 matters went smoothly enough. 
The $5,000 Sport of Kings Handicap went to Dix- 
iana’s First of All, by Sweep All, and another 
Detroit-owned organization, Tall Trees Stable, 
took the best supporting races, winning a handi- 
cap for 2-year-olds with Sea Marriage, by Gran- 
ville, and a handicap for older horses with Ball 
Player, a *Strolling Player gelding which cut 
two-fifths of a second from the track record and 
equaled the American record for a mile and 70 
yards, running the distance in 1:40%;. Mike Hall 
and Chasar had held the record jointly. 


Reports that the Detroit meeting would be ex- 
tended, with Labor Day as the closing day, were 
denied July 20 by officials. Charles F. Henry, 
racing secretary, said, ‘We are enjoying the most 
successful race meeting ever staged at the De- 
troit track, and we do not want to spoil it all by 
carrying on after the original date.’ Detroit's 
closing date, consequently, will be August 15, 
after which most of the horses on the grounds 
will move to Thistle Down Park at Cleveland, 
which opens August 20. 
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NEW JERSEY 
Garden State Park 


EFORE the first Japanese bombs fell at Pearl 

Harbor, ground had been broken for a race 
track near Camden, N. J. The opening of hostili- 
ties necessitated revision of plans, and the sub- 
stitution of non-essential materials for the steel 
and other metals needed for war. The Garden 
State Racing Association did this in a manner 
which satisfied Leon Henderson, for instance, but 
not the professional, semi-professional, and strict- 
ly amateur wowsers in and around Camden, who 
did not want a race track in the first place, or 
any place. As construction went on, it met gath- 
ering difficulties, including a sudden June 6 dead- 
line on construction. But construction was com- 
pleted, nevertheless. 

During the final weeks before the July 18 open- 
ing difficulties became more trivial, possibly more 
exasperating, and eventually only petty. Permis- 
sion to run busses to the track was refused. The 
railroad which cuts across behind the grandstand 
refused to put on race trains. The telegraph and 
telephone companies refused to install communi- 
cation equipment, beyond one or two telephones 
which have been on the grounds for some time. 
Local authorities refused the caterer a liquor li- 
cense, a circumstance which the most elastic 
imagination could not connect with war needs. 
On opening day Philadelphia taxicab companies 
refused to allow their cabs to run to the track, 
though there was no restriction against using 
them in any other direction. At the last oppo- 
nents of the track resorted to plain vandalism, 
tearing down directional signs which had been 
erected on the roads. 

But on July 18 Garden State Park opened as its 
operators had said it would, and to the blockages 
which had been thrown in front of it 31,682 per- 
sons entered their dissent. A considerable part 
of the crowd was late in arriving, 1nd betting did 
not become heavy until about the third race, but 
$569,341 was wagered on the day’s card. As for 
communications, racing is older than telephones 
or telegraphs, and according to the New York 
Times patrons had the novelty of seeing carrier 
pigeons fluttering at intervals from the press- 
box, carrying results to newspapers. It was an 
unusual opening; it may be that the wowsers 
have defeated their own purpose, since progress 
at Camden has been watched with more than 
usual interest, the track has had more widespread 
publicity than it could conceivably have bought, 
and the determined and successful struggle of its 
operators to hold the opening on schedule has 
made it many friends. 

Comparison with the opening of other race 
tracks in the East is misleading in many respects, 
since economic conditions are widely varied, but it 
may be set down that the inaugural day handle 
at Delaware Park (June 26, 1937) was $412,405; 
at Suffolk Downs (July 10, 1935), $425,546; and 
at Narragansett Park (August 1, 1934), $351,482. 

The first race at the new track was for maiden 
2-year-old fillies, and it went to Mrs. Ella K. Bry- 
son’s Spanish Sun, a Chance Sun filly bred in 
Kentucky by Thomas Piatt. The day’s feature, 
the Camden Handicap, went to Boysy, which 
races for T. H. Heard, Jr. A supporting over- 
night handicap, with a $1,500 purse, was won by 
Mrs. C. S. Bromley’s In Question, a Question- 
naire gelding bred by Greentree Stable.

Boysy Beats the Favorite 


The first stakes of the Garden State Park 
meeting, and the first run in New Jersey for 49 
years, was the Camden Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs), named for the 
city on whose outskii'ts the new track is located. 
It drew 16 overnight entries, but six of these were 
withdrawn because of the off track, and a field of 
10 went to the post, with Pine Tree Farm’s Val- 
dina Alpha (3, 116) favorite and top weight by 
scale. 

Mrs. L. H. Nimkoff’s De Kalb (112) was away 
fast and was hustled to the front, with Joe Ray 
(3, 110) close behind him, and Charles S. How- 
ard’s Augury (110) third. The favorite dropped 
into fifth place, just behind the 10-to-1 outsider 
Boysy (112), a onetime Bradley horse which races 
now for T. H. Heard, Jr. On the turn Boysy 
moved up along the inside, and as the field turned 
into the stretch he was second, only a length be- 
hind the leader. Valdina Alpha was still fifth, 
and before he had begun to drive in earnest 
Boysy had wrested the lead from De Kalb and 
was drawing clear. The favorite gained steadily 
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through the last furlong, but under Jockey D. 
Clingman’s drive Boysy held him off, winning by 
a length. Valdina Alpha was two and a half 
lengths ahead of De Kalb, with Augury a little 
less than a length farther back. In order followed 
Joe Ray, Cape Cod (118), Stolen Tryst (111), 
Grand Party (105), Dispose (113), and Monida

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


ARRAGANSETT PARK inaugurated the nine- 

race Saturday program in New England this 
year, the ninth race being for Army and Navy 
funds. Suffolk Downs took up the nine-race 
Saturday program for its own benefit, then added 
a ninth race on two off days to make up for the 
eight races lost when horsemen struck on one day. 
Rockingham Park, without any day to make up, 
has adopted the nine-race Monday program, be- 
ginning its 18-day summer meeting on July 20 
with nine races. It was a highly varied program; 
all were claiming events, but the range was from 
$1,000 platers to $2,000 platers, the purses from 
$900 to $1,000. 

The war, presumably, is being used to drive 
another entering wedge into New England racing 
custom. The track has announced a program on 
Wednesday, August 5, for the benefit of the war 
effort, and on that day there will be 15 races, six 
in the morning, beginning at 10 o’clock, and nine 
in the afternoon. This outdoes anything thus far 
attempted in the United States, though Agua 
Caliente has even longer sessions. 
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MOSES L. ANNENBERG 


T the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minn, on July 

20, died Moses Louis Annenberg, 64-year-old 

lord of the racing wire services and the daily rac- 

ing publications, and holder of what was essen- 

tially a monopoly on the publication of “‘past per- 
formances” on race horses. 


The rise of Annenberg from poverty to afflu- 
ence followed the pattern of the typical American 
success story, except that instead of ending in the 
White House, it ended, to all intents, in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa. Beginning as 
a newsboy, Annenberg gained wealth and influ- 
ence until his organization became the great 
power in American racing. 

Born in East Prussia February 11, 1878, and 
brought to America as a child of five, Annenberg 
had his first important connection with news- 
papers in 1907, when he was engaged by the 
Hearst-owned Chicago American to boost circula- 
tion, which he did with conspicuous success. 
Other connections followed with the Chicago 
Tribune, Milwaukee Tribune (Annenberg pub- 
lished it for some time, while the Hearst owner- 
ship was concealed), the New York American, 
New York Daily Mirror, and other papers, and he 
was a member of the Hearst executive council 
until 1926. Before he left Hearst, he began to 
pick up racing publications, beginning about 1922 
with the purchase of Daily Raciny Form. In later 
years he added a number of the cheaper motion 
picture, radio, and detective story magazines. 
For a time he owned the Miami Tribune, sold 
after he had succeeded in electing a municipal 
ticket of his own, and he later purchased the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, which became at once hotly 
involved in Pennsylvania politics. But the news- 
papers he controlled were the result, rather than 
the source, of his fortune, built chiefly from the 
racing services. 

Besides Daily Racing Form, the Morning Tele- 
graph, and other racing papers, he controlled the 
great Nationwide News Service, its wires extend- 
ing to (or almost to) every track in the land, 
serving the handbooks from coast to coast. For 
Annenberg did what government has never been 
able to do; he tapped the vast resources of illegal 
betting on horse racing and made it yield tribute. 
Competition was bought out or bowled over, until 
the dynasty was complete. Until 1940, he was 
reckoned as one of the wealthiest men in the 
United States. 

In 1939 the scale began tipping downward. In 
August of that year, after nine weeks of investi- 
gation, an Illinois grand jury indicted Annenberg 
on 10 counts, regarding failure to pay income 
taxes, and a number of the most prominent men 
in his organization, including his son, were also 
indicted. As the case dragged on, nine of the in- 
dictments were dropped, in consideration of pay- 
ments which are eventually to total approximate- 
ly $9,500,000, and on the other charge a plea of 
guilty was entered. Sentence of three years in 
prison was passed on July 1, 1940, and on July 22 
Annenberg began his journey to Lewisburg. On 
June 3, 1942, after serving about 23 months of the 
sentence, he was paroled. He had been in bad 
health before the prison term began, and he en- 
tered the Mayo Clinic shortly after his release. 
Pneumonia developed after an abdominal opera- 
tion July 14, and his condition had been critical 
since that time. He died about 9:45 on the eve- 
ning of July 20. 

Shortly before Annenberg’s death, his organiza- 
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tion had come into conflict with the Hearst-owned 
Boston newspapers, the Boston American, Daily 
Record, and Sunday Advertiser. For one thing, 
the Hearst organization had told newsdealers 
that they would not be supplied with these three 
publications if they sold any of the Triangle pub- 
lications (Daily Racing Form, Morning Tele- 
graph, Daily Racing Guide), which a court held 
was a violation of anti-trust laws. For another, 
the three Boston papers were found by the court 
to be guilty of pirating information from the 
Triangle publications, and were enjoined against 
further use of the material. The amount of dam- 
ages to be awarded to the Annenberg publications 
has not yet been set. 

The great and efficient organization which An- 
nenberg built lives after him. At the time of his 
greatest difficulties it was announced that Nation- 
wide would be closed, and for a time service to 
handbooks was interrupted seriously. It resumed 
almost immediately, however. No disposition of 
the estate has been announced, but Mr. Annen- 
berg had a son and seven daughters.

The Death of Swinging 


The howse graveyard at the C. V. Whtiney farm 
at Lexington, reserved for the great horses of one 
of America’s great Thoroughbred nurseries, had 
a new grave last week. Swinging, dam of Equi- 
poise, best and most successful racer ever to 
carry the Whitney colors, died Wednesday, July 
15, was buried beside her famous son, on whose 
other side lie the remains of his sire, Pennant. 

Swinging, a chestnut mare foaled in 1922, by 
Broomstick out of *Balancoire II, by *Meddler, 
was bred by the late Harry Payne Whitney, 
The year she was a 2-year-old the Whitney stable 
was represented by a remarkable group of juve- 
nile fillies, and though she failed to win a stakes 
event she revealed herself as a performer of ex- 
ceptional class, placing several times behind her 
stable companions. Maud Muller beat her in the 
Clover and Demoiselle Stakes, and in the latter 
Swinging finished ahead of Mother Goose, winner 
of the Futurity at Belmont Park. In the Astoria 
Stakes the Whitney colors finished one-two-three, 
Maud Muller, Mother Goose, Swinging. Blue 
Warbler beat Swinging in the Matron Stakes at 
Belmont Park and the colt Sumpter defeated her 
in the one-mile Endurance Handicap. In two 
seasons Swinging started 26 times, won 12 races, 
finished second six times, third four times, and 
earned $17,510. 

Retired to the stud in 1926, Swinging was 
mated once, failed to conceive, and was allowed 
to go another year before being bred. Her first 
foal was Equipoise, a chestnut colt by Pennant, 
foaled in 1928. Equipoise, one of America’s 
greatest and most popular horses, won 29 of his 
50 starts in six seasons, was second 10 times, 
third four times, and earned $338,610. In 1929 
she had a bay colt by St. James, named Cito, a 
moderate winner on the flat and over jumps. In 
1930 Swinging was one of the casualties of a 
botulism outbreak and her filly foal had to be cut 
out of her in order to save her life. Thereafter 
she was never in good breeding condition and 
produced only one other foal, in 1936, a chestnut 
filly by Pennant, called Schwester, which did not 
race and which produced her first foal in 1941. 
In 1938, the year her distinguished son died, 
Swinging suffered a dislocation of a lower pas- 
tern joint. 


CALIFORNIA 


The End of Pleasanton 


ARMERS who objected to the sale of the 

Pleasanton track in California to John March- 
bank, who had proposed to hold a race meeting 
there this summer and fall, apparently carried 
their point last week. The California Horse Rac- 
ing Board had approved dates, military authori- 
ties had disclaimed interest in the matter, and the 
sale of the track, approved by the board of super- 
visors of Alameda County, was apparently a cut 
and dried matter. But objections from Alameda 
County farmers threw the matter into the courts. 
Before any decision could be rendered, however, 
enough of the supervisors had changed their 
minds to reverse the original decision, and regard- 
less of how the court may decide, the Pleasanton 
plant is no longer for sale.

New Argentine Stallions 


Recently THE BLOOD-HORSE reported that Pont 
l’Eveque, winner of the New Derby of 1940, had 
been sold to Argentina. It has been learned since 
that the purchasers were Raul E. Chevalier, pres- 
ident of the Argentine Breeders Association, and 
his brother, and that the horse will be sent to the 
famous Ojo de Agua Stud, where Congreve and 
Foxglove II are already in service. 

At the same time it was learned that two other 
English stallions have been sent to Argentina, 
Diadoque going to the Moro Stud, and The Druid 
to San Jose Stud. Diadoque is a foal of 1936, by 
Blandford—Dulce, by Prince Galahad.

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Important Races in France 


HE following additional information on the 

more important races in France is available 
to readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE through the kind- 
ness of Major Dudley Gilroy, who has passed on 
the information contained in letters received 
frcm his friend Clement Hobson (Faraway), one 
of France’s best known writers on affairs of the 
Turf. The races, except for the Grand Steeple- 
chase at Auteuil, were all run at the famous 
course at Paris, Longchamp. The last previous 
account of French racing was published in the 
issue of June 27, page 900. 

PRIX LUPIN, 10'2 furlongs, 3-year-olds, even 
weights, 400,000 francs, 22 runners, May 31. Jean 
Couturie’s Tornado, after having won the Prix 
Daru and finished out of a place to Hern the 
Hunter in the Prix Hocquart, came back to form 
in the Prix Lupin, completely turning the tables. 
He won by two and a half lengths from Chateau- 
roux, with Hern the Hunter a length and a half 
away third. The winner started at more than 30 
to 1. (Tornado is by Tourbillon out of Roseola, 
by Swynford out of the One Thousand Guineas 
winner *Roseway, dam of Rushaway.) A colt 
named Freddy Fox, by Foxhunter out of Her 
Eminence, and bred by Edward Esmond, won a 
3-year-old maiden race. 

PRIX LE SANCY, 13 furlongs, 3-year-old colts, 
even weights, 150,000 francs, five runners, June 1. 
Mr. Jacquemyn’s Nuageux beat Massinor a nose, 
starting at odds of 11 to 10. Nuageux is by Am- 
fortas (*Ksar—-Persephone, by *Teddy) out of 
Nebuleuse II, by Nuage out of Fantaisie, by Dark 
Ronald out of Futurity, by the American-bred 
Americus. Another 3-year-old event, the Prix 
don Carlos, 10% furlongs, with 60,000 francs 
value and 14 starters, was won by Flushing, a 
colt bred by the American Ralph Beaver Strass- 
burger, by *Mahmoud out of Callandar (a mare 
bred in Eire by J. J. Maher), by Buchan. 

On June 4 it was announced that Arcot had 
declared forfeit in the Prix du Jockey Club 
(French Derby), on account of a slight injury. 
“T have been expecting him to be stumped up by 
the hard going,’’ Mr. Hobson wrote, ‘and it is a 
great disappointment to all concerned, as he 
looked a certainty.” 

At Auteuil on Saturday, June 6, the GRAND 
STEEPLECHASE was run; it is for 4-year-olds 
at 23%, miles, has a value of 400,000 francs, and 
drew 12 starters. The winner was R. Debray’s 
Quitus, by the American-bred Black Devil (*Sir 
Gallahad III—La Palina, by *Ambassador IV) 
out of Quarantola, by Prince Eugene out of 
*Quarantaine, dam of the Grand National winner 
Battleship. 

The program of Sunday, June 7, at Longchamp 
was a brilliant one, the most important race be- 
ing the French equivalent of the English Oaks, 
the PRIX DE DIANE, 1!2 miles, for 3-year-old 
fillies, even weights, 500,000 francs, with 14 run- 
ners. Marcel Boussac’s Esmeralda, shut in all 
the way up the straight, met her first defeat, go- 
ing under by two lengths to Comtesse de Peretti 
de la Rocca’s Vigilance, ridden by R. Ferre, and 
held at odds of 13 to 4 against. Monnaie d’Or 
was a length and a half away third. The winner, 
which in her last previous start had finished sec- 
ond to the top colt Arcot, was bred by Antoine 
May and is trained by the Amercian Lucien Lyne, 
former noted jockey. She is a daughter of The 
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MacNab, which disappeared during the invasion, 
and is out of Vanikoro, by Friar Marcus out of 
Willowmore, by Willonyx out of Monte Fiore, by 
Cyllene. The MacNab is by Abbots Trace, son of 
Tracery. 

Two very successful stables gathered most of 
the remaining honors of the day. Marcel Bous- 
sac’s Djebel continued his sequence by winning 
the PRIX D’HEDOUVILLE, 150,000 francs, 11 
furlongs, from three other starters, and the same 
owner’s Adaris captured the Prix Macdonald II, 
60,600 francs, miles. 

The Marquis de St. Sauveur’s stable had a triple 
win. In the Prix du Premier Pas, five furlongs, 
2-year-olds, 75,000 francs, Fragrant beat Vicomte 
de Chambure’s Barman a neck. The winner, 
which was favorite, is by Victrix out of Fra- 
grance, by Pharos out of Sweet Lavender, by 
Swynford. She was the first of the get of her 
sire to see a race course. Victrix, bred and raced 
by Joseph E. Widener in France, was one of the 
best 3-year-olds of 1937, and was the highest- 
class performer got by *Kantar. His dam, Vic- 
tory, by Swynford out of *Lineage, by Tracery, 
was imported in utero, foaled at Elmendorf Farm 
in Kentucky, and exported to France. 

St. Sauveur’s winner in the PRIX DANGU, 
2%, miles, 4-year-olds and up, 100,000 francs, was 
the odds-on Nepenthe, which carried equal top 
weight (129 pounds) with Le Pampre and beat 
him a head. Le Pampre came up to head the 1-5 
favorite in the straight, but Nepenthe battled it 
out gamely to gain the verdict. Nepenthe is by 
Plassy out of the French One Thousand Guineas 
winner Frisky. 

The PRIX DE ROYAUMONT, 1012 furlongs, 
100,000 francs, is for 3-year-old fillies engaged in 
the Prix de Diane, but which do not run in the 
classic. Thirteen started, and the favorite, 
Clarte, cut up badly and did not figure in the re- 
sult. Marquis de St. Sauveur’s The Residency 
waited handily until well in the straight, then 
beat the leader a comfortable half-length. The 
winner, which was at 100 to 6, is by Chateau 
Bouscaut out of The Nile (sister to Lighthouse), 
by Pharos. Duforez rode the three St. Sauveur 
winners.

HE fact that Lucien Lyne trained the French 

Oaks winner last month will be welcome news 
to members of that noted horseman’s family at 
Lexington, Ky. Since last September the family 
had had no word of him until early July, when a 
note arrived from a restaurateur at whose place 
near Maisons-Laffitte Mr. Lyne frequently took 
his meals. The letter, posted at Marseilles, stated 
that Mr. Lyne was living at Maisons-Laffitte.

Van Cleve Stays in Texas 


A second effort has failed to have Roy Van 
Cleve, the trainer in the Rapid Bone-Hasty Notion 
ringing case at Hawthorne last year, extradited 
from Texas to Illinois.

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Stakes for Tom Thorp 


The Narragansett Racing Association, one of 
the organizations with which the late Tom Thorp 
was associated, has decided to offer a stakes 
event this year as a memorial. Instead of re- 
naming an already existent stakes, the track has 
planned a new one which will be the only one of 
its kind in the United States. 

Remembering how Tom Thorp interested him- 
self in jockeys, particularly in young riders, the 
track has announced the Jockeys’ Opportunity 
Stakes, a $2,500 added event at 114g, miles, in 
which the riders must be apprentices who have 
not ridden as many as 20 winners. In addition to 
a trophy, a $250 prize is posted for the winning 
rider.

$90,000 in Gifts 


A total of $90,000 in individual contributions 
has been announced by the Turf Committee of 
America, raising the total gifts of the Turf to 
$988,796, a figure which does not include ap- 
proximately $70,000 raised at Suffolk Downs 
July 11, or various pledges which have not yet 
been paid. One of the largest of the gifts is a 
$25,000 contribution from Triangle Publications. 
Another was $22,260 given by Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney as half of Shut Out’s Belmont Stakes purse. 
The Stevens Catering Company has given $9,200, 
has promised $1,000 more. The American Totali- 
sator Company has given $3,365, and various 
other organizations make up the remainder.

Horsemen's Contributions 


In a move sponsored by the Horsemen’s Benev- 
olent and Protective Association, horsemen racing 
in the Chicago area are contributing 21. per cent 
of all purse money to the Army and Navy Relief 
and United Service Organization.

R. ESLIE ASBURY a few years ago bought a 

historic estate in Nicholas County, Ken- 
tucky, and established on it a small group of 
Thoroughbred broodmares, with the intention of 
marketing their produce. When he bought the 
farm he immediately set about an enlightened 
program of improvement, with heavy emphasis 
on soil building and modern agricultural methods. 
The yearlings he will sell at Saratoga on the last 
night of the sales are a testimony, I suspect, of 
the thoroughness with which the job of fortifying 
the soil has been done. The four fillies and two 
colts he will offer ave the best individuals that 
have come from the farm to date. 

Star of the lot is a bay colt by Head Play, first 
foal of the young mare Ever Dear. He is built 
on the general pattern of his sire’s get, wide in 
the body, set low to the ground, and extremely 
well muscled. He is as handsome a Head Play 
as I have ever seen, and he has a vigorous, 
springy walk which suggests an enthusiasm for 
his work. The other colt, by Brevity out of Saint 
Justine, is also a very handsome fellow, deep- 
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bodied, true-made, short-backed, very strong, and 
well balanced. 


The fillies also are a very smart lot. The 
daughter of Peace Chance and Benevolence is tall 
and flashy, with plenty of substance and muscle, 
and properly fitted together; she has an alert, 
on-her-toes disposition which reminds one of a 
horse about to make a quick getaway from the 
barrier. The *Pharamond II—Duplication filly, 
owned in partnership with Dr. George H. Knapp, 
is something of a standout, middle-sized, sub- 
stantial, strong, smooth, well poised, with excel- 
lent legs, and with an air of business about her. 
The daughter of Blue Larkspur out of Teddy's 
Star is a big rangy, substantial, big-boned filly 
with unusually high withers. The daughter of 
Omaha and Bird of Blue is big, rangy, wide- 
fronted, very strong, and possessed of very good 
legs and feet. This is, I think, the most impres- 
sive daughter of Omaha I have seen.

He is a good-sized, impressive, evenly developed, 
smooth, racy, fine-quality yearling with a great 
deal of character, the kind that sets the sale-side 
crowd to buzzing when he comes into the ring. 
Another top son of the same famous sire is the 
robust, muscular, smoothly turned, and very 
handsome chestnut out of Annie Gowdy. The 
Gotoit colt, still another good one by *Blenheim 
II, is blocky, quick, businesslike, and handsome, 
suggesting class and early speed. 


If anything in the consignment is to outsell the 
Risk colt, I suspect that it will be the bay colt 
by *Sir Gallahad II out of the young *Sun Briar 
mare Briarside. Here is about as nearly perfect 
an individual as ever comes the way of yearling 
buyers, a good-sized, beautifully balanced, true- 
made colt, in proportion everywhere, very hand- 
some but sacrificing no substance in the interest 
of beauty. The stamp of his sire is plain, though 
refined a little by the *Sun Briar influence. If 
the heart is in him, here is the mechanism of a 
genuine race horse. 

There are two other colts by *Sir Gallahad ITI. 
The one out of the stakes winner Fleam is a plain, 
racy one of medium build, the plainness of his 
make-up being characteristic of the great family 
from which he comes. The Wee Shane colt is a 
true-made, racy-looking one, good generally but 
exceptionally good behind the saddle. 

The *Boswell—Pan of Roses colt is flashy, 
quick, wiry, and true-made about the legs. The 
colt by the same sire out of Sunstroke is big- 
bodied, strong, and well balanced. There are two 
good sons of Flares. The Queen Navarre colt, 
which is blocky and very smoothly finished, ex- 
cellent about the head and neck, and true in the 
feet and legs, is one of the best individuals in the 
lot. The Perjury colt, a very well balanced one, 
is solid, big-quartered and fine-legged. The only 
Gallant Fox colt to be offered, a bay out of Mer- 
vinia, by *Wrack, is a smart, deep-bodied, short- 
legged, extra strong youngster with fine quality; 
“like the best of the *Wracks,” said Mr. Han- 
cock. Another excellent individual is the colt by 
*Gine out of Sun Gamonia, a heavy-set, powerful, 
short-legged individual whose whole conformation 
suggests speed. Of the two *Jacopo colts the 
higher price probably will be paid for the racy, 
fine-quality son of *Home Star, dam of Chiquita 
Mia, which struck me as being an excellent pros- 
pect. The Sunny Fields colt is blocky and smooth- 
ly finished, with much substance.

them a most interesting and attractive lot. They 
are amazingly uniform in conformation, in gen- 
eral being long-bodied, short-legged, smoothly 
finished and strongly muscled, and standing over 
a lot of ground. The War Risk colt is a very 
sturdy sort with excellent legs. Snow Queen’s 
son is high in the rump, extra strong at forearms 
and gaskins. The colt out of Symphorosa is 
heavy-bodied, has excellent wide cannons. 

Omaha, which characteristically gets big, 
husky, plain, rangy stock, is represented by three 
well made colts which fit this general description. 
The son of Alice Harris is the smallest, I be- 
lieve, and is very well organized, with legs prop- 
erly put on, and with a suggestion of style about 
him. The colt out of the stakes winner White 
Lies is balanced and true and exceptionally strong 
through the hindquarters. The Stonechat colt is 
lighter and plainer than the others, and very well 
put together. 

*Rhedes Scholar is represented by two excel- 
lent colts imported in utero. The *Royal Favour- 
ite colt is fairly big, good-bodied, well set up, and 
strong and true about the legs. The *Song of 
Battle colt is blocky, set low to the ground, and 
has excellent bone. The four Stimulus colts are 
an even lot, all of them substantial and handsome, 
I believe as good a representation of this very 
successful sire as Mr. Hancock has had to offer. 
I found it very difficult to separate them. 

In Virginia I did not see all the Saratoga year- 
lings at Ellerslie, but among those I did see were 
several promising colts. These included two good 
sons of the dead *Foray II, a mature-looking, 
heavy-set, smooth, quick, wide-bodied colt out of 
Eagless and a tall-rangy one out of Pensacola. 
The Pompey—Maridel colt, big, balanced, smooth 
and true, is a very good sample of his sire’s best 
type. The Tintagel—-*Titter II colt is a solid, 
very muscular, handy sort. And the colt by Tin- 
tagel—-Petaline is compact, quick, and properly 
made all around. These two sons of Tintagel are 
first-class recommendations for their sire. 

The fillies to be offered by Mr. Hancock are, I 
believe, one of the most attractive lots he has ever 
catalogued for Saratoga. Owing to limitations of 
space I am going to forego detailed discussion of 
them, but I can give blanket testimony of their 
excellence. 


The Johnstown fillies fit the same description 
as the colts. His four fillies catalogued are as 
sweet a lot as will represent any one sire this 
year. There are four daughters of *Sir Gallahad 
III, whose excellence as a broodmare sire will put 
a premium on them. The daughters of Pompo- 
hone and Kestrel are perhaps the better indi- 
viduals, but all are good.

T A. B. Hancock's Ellerslie Stud in Virginia 

Manager Bryan Gentry is making ready for 
Saratoga the colts and fillies which Marshall 
Field has decided to sell this year. Since Mr. 
Field owns some of the best mares in the country 
and since he is not ordinarily a Saratoga con- 
signor, the offerings may be expected to attract 
considerable attention. 

There are three outstanding colts in this con- 
signment, all of them exceptionally good pros- 
pects, and all, incidentally, out of stakes-win- 
ning mares. Of these the largest, and perhaps, 
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by a small margin, the best made, is the brown 
colt by *Sir Gallahad III out of the Coronation 
Stakes and Irish Oaks winner *Foxcroft II. A 
January foal, he weighs over a thousand pounds, 
I should guess, but is so symmetrically organized 
that he handles himself with great ease and has 
an excellent way of going. His feet and legs are 
about as good as a sculptor could mold, and his 
head and neck are *Sir Gallahad III’s own. An- 
other colt by the same great sire is the good- 
sized, flashy son of *Tableau, with a grand head 
and neck and great scope, lighter in build and 
a trifle less perfect about the legs, but no less of 
a racing prospect in my book. 

The other top horse by my ranking (which 
does not purport to be better than that of an- 
other casual observer without experience in train- 
ing) is the bay colt by Jamestown out of Escutch- 
eon. He is over average size, full-bodied, mus- 
cular, well balanced, smoothly turned, wide- 
chested, exceptionally good behind the saddle 
a conformation very much like that of his sire. 
He yields to the two sons of *Sir Gallahad IIT in 
the matter of being handsome, but is still a very 
good-looking horse. 

There are three other colts, which I do not 
mean to condemn by having raved a little over 
the others. The *Jacopo—*Atmospheric colt is 
small, smooth, quick, useful-looking. The son of 
*Foray II and Mock Turtle is big and hefty. The 
chestnut by Omaha out of Proximity is strong, 
true about the legs, plain in the head. 

Breeders will be much interested in the fillies 
in this consignment, remembering the excellent 
prices recently paid for Mr. Field’s stock in Eng- 
land, and will concern themselves mostly with 
the evidence as it appears in the catalogue. The

Greenwich Stud 


HE consignment which W. B. Miller’s Green- 

wich Stud is sending to Saratoga this year 
runs chiefly to fillies, nine of the 11 head con- 
signed being of that sex. Mr. Miller keeps his 
stock at Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm, Jessa- 
mine County, Ky., and the yearlings are being 
prepared for the sales along with the Almahurst 
consignment by Manager Marvin Childs. 

Of the fillies, two are by Ariel, in which Mr. 
Miller owns an interest, three are by Reaping Re- 
ward, to which he has been breeding rather ex- 
tensively, and the other four are by four differ- 
ent stallions. The two by Ariel are not greatly 
unlike, both being muscular, substantial, lengthy 
individuals of the Ariel type. The one from His- 
torical, which I preferred slightly, is racy and 
smooth, very powerful, and high behind. The one 
from Showy Lady is a big-bodied, strong, fast- 
looking one. Both have good legs. 

The three by Reaping Reward also have no- 
ticeable similarities. The one from Marciana is 
a blocky, compact filly, well sprung in the ribs, 
muscled stoutly. The light bay from Zosara is a 
little longer, but substantial and strong, very 
good in the forehand. Queenly Way’s daughter 
is a good-bodied, somewhat short-legged one, 
well finished, with withers set well back. 

The Balladier—Geisha Girl] filly is tall, strong, 
long underneath, with scope for further develop- 
ment. The *Boswell—Sable Lady one is a stylish, 
well finished individual, short-backed, long-mus- 
cled, wide fore and aft, a most attractive pros- 
pect. The Sun Teddy—-Way Past filly, the only 
chestnut in the consignment, stands straight, a 
little on the leg, is high and speedy-looking 
through the quarters. The Omaha—Theia filly, 
reported to be very fast in the paddock, is a 
lengthy, strong, elastic ene, with hocks well down, 
plenty of substance. 

Of the two colts, the Ariel—Anza colt may be 
the better, a very muscular, high-rumped indi- 
vidual, stoutly set up, and very much a sprinter 
type. The *Jacopo—Primrose colt is a rangy, 
thick-bodied one, with a good barrel and deep 
chest, short cannons.

Belair Stud 


HE general program of the Belair Stud horses 

is that they are foaled at Claiborne Stud, 
near Paris, Ky., and are shipped after they are 
weaned to William Woodward's spacious Belair 
Stud, some 30 miles from Baltimore and no great 
distance from the Bowie track. Mr. Woodward 
does not race all he breeds, and in the early 
spring the colts and fillies are sorted out tenta- 
tively, with a part of the crop set aside to be sold, 
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the others going under the care of Trainer James 
Fitzsimmons later in the season. 

When I visited Belair, the day before the 
Preakness, the sorting had not been entirely com- 
pleted, but 12 of the 15 which are destined for 
Saratoga had already been picked out. 

The most impressive looking of the Belair colts, 
though I doubt if he is the best prospect, is a big 
bay by *Boswell—Anaflame. He is going to be 
an enormous fellow, with plenty of daylight under 
him. He is truly made, and though he is not like- 
ly to set the world ablaze at two, he may develop 
well later if given time. In the stable, for some 
reason, he is called Lazarus. I liked the Gallant 
Fox—Silver Lane colt, a well balanced bay, with 
a good shoulder and deep chest, strong muscular 
organization, and a straight swinging walk. The 
grey by *Foray Il from the good mare Palma is 
a lengthy, short-legged sort, with a promise of 
great speed. The Gallant Fox—*Bosnia colt is a 
strong, rugged, short-backed one. Flarette’s bay 
son by *Feray Il, of medium size, has straight 
hind legs, a lot of length, good quarters, and 
ought to be fast. The Gallant Fox—-Agnes Fair 
colt is a rather well finished bay, strong behind, 
somewhat lengthy. The *Boswell—-Wise Lady 
colt, which I liked least of them, is a very strong 
sort, with good joints. 

Of the fillies, my choice went to the Johnstown 

Ondulation filly, a good-bodied, smooth, strong 
sort. If you care to play hunches, she is being 
raised in the stall Gallant Fox occupied when he 
was a yearling at Belair. The filly from La Rose, 
her first one, is by Snark; she is not big, but is 
fast-looking, high and muscular behind, and 
Snark’s recent stakes-winning filly Optimism 
may help her sale. The *Boswell—-Teddums filly 
is neat, nicely balanced, a bit on the leg. The 
Gallant Fox—La Palina filly is well made, and 
the Tetratema—*Impetus II filly, a grey, is a 
nice, rather small sort, with short cannons, good 
forehand generally. 

The three I did not see were a grey colt by 
*Foray If-—Bobbles, a half-sister to the excellent 
French filly Dixiana; a bay colt by *Boswell 
Gallant Betty, second dam *Brown Betty II, best 
3-year-old filly of her year in England; and a bay 
filly by Flares—*Filante, the latter a remarkable 
producer which is already dam of Fenelon, Gaffs- 
man (he was a Saratoga offering, too), and five 
other stakes winners. The *Filante filly, accord- 
ing to notes made at Claiborne Stud by J. A. 
Estes, is good-sized, well balanced, and, like most 
of the mares from this remarkable family, plain 
and angular. 


Mereworth Stud 


NE of the most confident members of the fra- 

ternity of Thoroughbred breeders is Walter J. 
Salmon, owner of Mereworth Farm at Lexington. 
Beginning in 1936, he has made it an annual 
practice to sell all his yearlings at Saratoga, ex- 
cepting only a few fillies retained for breeding. 
In recent years he has expanded his operations 
until he now has well over a hundred broodmares, 
and he is still buying. This year he will send a 
larger consignment to Saratoga than ever before, 
a total of 51 yearlings, of which 34 are colts, 17 
fillies. As a further indication of his confidence, 
he has taken a 20-year lease, with option to pur- 
chase, on the 57-stall stables owned by Sidney 
Smith, adjoining the Fasig-Tipton sales head- 
quarters, in order that he may have his stock 
close at hand for the inspection of buyers several 
days ahead of the sale date, Monday, August 10.

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Instead of commenting on all the yearlings I 
shall attempt to pick out some of the high spots 
of the consignment, not with any idea of con- 
demning the others, or sorting out the good ones 
with any confidence, but as an arbitrary space- 
saving method. 

One of the sires most popular with Saratoga 
buyers is Ariel of the bulging muscles, a syndi- 
cate-owned stallion which stands at Mereworth. 
His four colts in this consignment are all good, 
and about equally good, as far as appearance re- 
veals. I leaned a little to the Play Dis colt, sec- 
ond foal of a good race mare; he is fairly heavy 
for an Ariel yearling, is well balanced and true- 
made, wide-bodied, and strongly muscled. The 
Panicle colt is tall and light-framed, but still 
looks like a quick one. The son of Stylist is 
good-sized and smooth, of medium build, with 
extra heavy muscling about the forearm. 

The first American get of *Royal Minstrel’s 
handsome half-brother *Hairan are included, and 
there are some good specimens among them. It 
is a rather close decision between the bay colt 
out of Martha Washington and the chestnut out 
of Stylistic. Both are medium-sized, strong, and 
well balanced, the former having the more sub- 
stance and the latter being quicker and racier. 
When the Stylistic colt came out, one of the men 
introduced him: “Here’s the Kentucky Derby 
winner.” The colt out of Barefoot, dam of Shoe- 
less Joe, is a big, leggy, handsome fellow. 

*Bel Aethel, one of the brood of the remarkable 
Plucky Liege, was imported by Mr. Salmon at the 
same time as *Hairan and is represented by 10 
colts and two fillies. The tops here, I thought, 
were the little one out of Avengeance and the big 
one out of Marozia. The Avengeance colt is trim 
and racy, well balanced, strong and true, excel-

lent about the legs, very short in the back, with a 
grand head and neck. Marozia’s son is compact 
and smooth and beautifully put together. The 
Eleanor Baird colt is another good one, compact, 
substantial, a good mover in the paddock, the 
farm men said. 

Display, the beloved old villain of Mereworth, 
has an extra good lot of colts this time, the flash- 
iest, smoothest, raciest, and finest of them being 
the rich chestnut out of Profitable. Wiggle’s 
chestnut colt, marked with flaxen mane and tail, 
is big-topped, very well balanced, strong, true, 
and very showy. The son of Hasagne is big, 
flashy, good-bodied. Resuscitate’s chestnut son 
is another good-topped one, and has an extra 
good set of legs and feet. The Millmyth colt is 
of medium build, fine about the legs, racy, and 
perhaps the quickest-looking of the Displays. 

Among the get of other assorted sires a most 
promising individual is a tall, rangy, strong, true- 
made son of Whichone out of Flashing, marked 
with four white feet, and finished off a little more 
prettily than most of the Whichones. He does 
not look like coming to hand especially early, but 
is a very genuine prospect. An Okapi colt out of 
Fair Brown is compact, quick, good-topped, wide- 
muscled, with a handsome crested neck, very 
reminiscent of his sire. Infinite has a big-topped, 
flashy, muscular representative in the colt out of 
My Silesia. *Aethelstan II has a smooth, strong, 
speedy-looking colt out of Three Cheers. One of 
the best colts of the consignment is the imported 
son of Dastur (successful half-brother to *Bah- 
ram) out of the young mare Lavinia, a solid, big- 
bodied, strong, true, well balanced youngster with 
no bad marks against him.

Dr. Bardwell said she is 
about the fastest of her sex in the field. The 
chestnut out of Rosern is on the flashy side, of 
medium build, with nice action. She is high in 
the croup, very powerful in the quarters, with 
the muscles running well down. The chestnut 
filly out of the good winner Tarnish is on the light 
side, very smart and racy in appearance. Her 
withers are good, back short, croup flat, and 
quarters powerful. 

Very promising is the chestnut filly by Ariel 
out of Snowflake.

Almahurst Farm 


ENRY KNIGHT'S Almahurst Farm, in Jessa- 
mine County, Kentucky, has the task of rais- 
ing two crops of yearlings simultaneously for the 
Saratoga yearling auctions. Quartered there are 
both the Almahurst consignment, which numbers 
10 colts and three fillies this season, and those of 
W. B. Miller, who moved his mares to Almahurst 
after he relinquished Greenwich Stud (August 
Belmont’s old Nursery Stud) a few years ago. 

Two of the colts, including one of the best pros- 
pects in the consignment, are by Ladysman, 
whose third crop is now racing. His get are 
typically tall, flashy, and trifle long-legged, but 
the chestnut colt from Assembly has inherited 
some of the sturdiness of his maternal grandsire, 
Man o’ War. He is a strong, good-bodied, long 
muscled colt, with a high-set tail, straight hind 
legs, well up in the withers and thick through the 
gaskins. The other by Ladysman is from Say- 
chick, and this one also has good bone, fairly 
short cannons, unusually good hindquarters, and 
a general air of solidity. There are also two by 
Sun Teddy, which stood at Almahurst until last 
season. One is a chestnut out of Goose Cry, the 
second foal of his dam. He is a powerful, rather 
close-coupled individual, wide and strong fore and 
aft, with clean legs. The other, also a chestnut, 
is out of Bad Breaks, a muscular, deep-chested, 
straight-walking, big-jointed colt. 

The remaining six are by different stallions. 
Veronique has a bay colt by Bostonian, a rugged, 
lengthy individual, strongly muscled. Manager 
Childs says he resembles Cape Cod, another Bos- 
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tonain that Almahurst raised. The bay by Sweep 
All—That One, a near relation to Shut Out, is a 
first foal, strong, high in the croup, deep through 
the chest. The bay by Bull Lea—-Gallant Miss is 
a big, muscular colt, very mature in appearance, 
particularly good behind. The colt by Peace 
Chance—-Bartering Kate is a plain, fast-looking 
one, high in the withers, not too long, very 
straight and good behind. The bay by Bud Lerner 

Grey Shot is a thick-chested, high-rumped one. 
The remaining colt is by High Quest-——Mint 
Friary. Though his sale is likely to be hurt by a 
spot in his right eye (the vision apparently isn’t 
obstructed), he is a good-bodied, fairly compact 
colt, solid and promising.

Black Image, a strong, compact, high-rumped in- 
dividual, with good withers set well back, clean 
in all four legs, and quite finished and stylish. 
The bay by Ladysman—-Little Lie, a half-sister to 
Cape Cod, is a quick, fast-looking one, rather 
long, very muscular. The other is a chestnut by 
Chance Play—Highdine, a well made, balanced in- 
dividual which moves very nicely, is straight and 
truly made all around, very strong behind.

NE of the most prepotent sires in America, 

when it comes to stamping his image on his 
get, is Cudgel’s son Milkman, whose best year- 
lings each season make up the consignment from 
Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s farm at The Plains, 
Va. We arrived at the farm so late in the after- 
noon that we failed to see the two fillies in the 
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Saratoga catalogue, but the five colts, all by 
Milkman, were so evenly good that the same gen- 
eral description would fit them all: good-sized, 
flashy, handsome, strongly muscled fore and aft, 
especially good about the hind quarters, and with 
a good, true way of going. 

The brother to Pasteurized, out of the *Sir Gal- 
lahad III mare Peake, is perhaps the biggest and 
heaviest of the five colts, and has tremendous 
driving power in his quarters. He is an excellent 
individual, but it would not be surprising if an- 
other colt representing the same cross, out of the 
young *Sir Gallahad III mare Gala Moment, 
should bring a higher price. He is perhaps a 
little handier, has an extra good walk, and seems 
likely to develop a little more quickly. 

I liked especially the colt out of Sea Cradle, by 
Toro, a middle-sized, showy, deep-bodied, evenly 
developed one with an exceptionally good fore- 
hand, very strong at the forearm. He has the 
makings of a genuinely good racer. 

The colt out of Drystone is a brother to the 
stakes winner Buttermilk. He is lighter than the 
others, but still a very substantial sort, and is 
less handsome, but no less well organized for 
racing. He is, I believe, a later foal than the 
others. The only chestnut among the colts is out 
of March Heiress, by Mad Hatter. He has a little 
less concentration of power at the rear end, but 
yields nothing to the others in beauty, balance, 
and way of going. I should guess that he would 
develop more quickly than the others. . . . But in 
such a close contest as this, guesses of any sort 
are more than ordinarily hazardous. 

One of the fillies is out of the top-class stakes 
winner Lady Reigh and the other out of Amusing, 
whose three foals of racing age are all winners.
